Garlands of ferns, 
lilies of the valley and sweet peas were 
hung about the portraits of the en- 
peror ana empress, 

An enormous crowd gathered about 
the embassy while the dinner was in 
progress. At 9:30 the long line of Cer- 
man marchers, who were to serenade 
the prince, made their appearatce, 
bearing torches. At the head of thie 
column moved the Stars and Stripes 
side by side with the German colors. 

Following the torch-bearers ccme 
hundreds of strong-voiced German 
singers, who formed on the terraceim- 
mediately below the high balcony of 
the embassy entrance. 

As the singers gathered Prince Henry 
stepped upon the balcony and amil a 
storm of cheers bowed his salutatiors to 
the throng. About bim were rarged 
groups of ambassadors and officers in 
their brilliant uniforms, while at every 
window were the faces of ladies. 

At 11 o’clock the prince, escorted by 
Ambassador Von Holleben, and by a 
squad of police, left the embassy for 
the Pennsylvania railroad _ staton, 
where he boarded the special tain, 
which departed at 11:30 o'clock forthe 
western and southwestern trip.

OUR NEW WARSHIPS. 


A Danish Officer Talks of Our Battle- 
ships and Submarine Boats. 

Heretofore the American naval con- 
structors who have been responsible 
for the speed. the stanchness, the safe- :

Thus, by permission 
of the Danish government, a European 
naval officer of distinction, Command- 
er William Hovgaard of the royal Dan- 
Ish navy, bas joined the department 
as professor of naval design, with a 
special eye to the requirements of the 


Annapolis cadets. Moreover, Com- 
mander Hovgaard has been recently 
expressing himself very interestingly 
on American naval matters. In par- 


ticular he bas a goog word to say for 
our new battleships and approves the 
present tendency in this country to 
make such vessels larger and more 
powerful, 

But, he adds, “with the development 
of the battleship as a very costly and 
powerful unit there is an even greater 
demand for an auxiliary fleet of cruis- 
ers which shall keep in constant touch 
with an enemy und allow the beavy- 
weight fighters to choose their battle- 
ground. She government that can af- 
ford to build first class seagoing bat- 
tle ships can best afford to surround 
such expensive structures with a 
swarm of lighter vessels.” 

Commander Hovgaard’s opinion of 
the submarine boat will be even more 
interesting to most readers. 

“As the development of the battle- 
ship does not render the auxiliary craft 
unnecessary,” le says, “so the develop- 
ment of an entirely new weapon, the 
bout, does not make the 
battleship any important. It is 
true that there has been a popular im- 
pression that it was useless to build 
costly battleships which could be com 
pletely destroyed by comparatively in- 
submarine boats, but this 
opinion, it seems to me, is based on a 
lack of knowledge of the real limita- 
tions of the submarine boat. As far as 
we have learned, the best power for 
submarine propulsion is electricity, 
and with this power we are limited to 
a total radius of action of about fifty 
miles—that is, the submarine boat can 
do effective patrol service at a distance 
of ten to twenty miles from shore and 
still be able‘to return, which makes it 
a useful weapon in keeping a blockad- 
ing squadron out of range. In twenty- 
five years no essential improvement as 
regards weight and bulk has been 
made in the storage of electric energy,

Railway Traffic Crippled 

New York, March 3.—The foods 
along the line of the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River railroad are in- 
terfering extensively with tratie on 
that line.

Bridges are down 
and tracks washed away between Hud- 
son and Albany. The greatest trouble, 
however, is reported at poiuts along the 
main line between Albany and Buffalo, 
where trains are stalled or have ot 
been sent out on account of floods along 
the line.

Good Afternoon, 


The earnings of the Citizens’ Gas 
Light Company appear to be about 
$1,000 per mile. It was testified by 
officials that the company has fourteen 
miles of mains and that the gross re- 
ceipts (almost wholly from gas) aver 
age $14,000 per year. Some of these 
streets like Newport avenue, are sparse- 
ly settled, and it is not a fact that 
most of the populous streets are piped, 
so it would appear as though ihe reve- 
nue might be easily increased at a 
small outlay. Quincy has about 100 
miles of streets; over 85 miles of water 
mains; 30 to 40 miles of sewer mains 
which are being rapidly extended; over 
17 miles of street railway tracks, and 
only 14 miles (perbaps less) of gas 
mains. Again more gas would be 
used by present takers if it was sup- 
plied, but the facts are that some 
mains are so small and filled or clogged 
that the supply is not adequate. 


The business men of City Square do 
not take very kindly to the plans of 
the Old Colony street railway for the 
discontinuance of the tracks on Temple 
street, while others object to double 
tracks on Saville street. 

If all the travel from Washington 
street, Quincy Point and Weymouth is 
diverted from Temple street they argue 
that’ Quincy may lose the trade 
entirely. That the passengers will 
taken to the depot via Saville street or 
else whisked through the city without 
seeing the business houses, and that 
they will trade in Boston. 

Otherwise the double tracking of 
Washington and Hancock streets meets 
with favor, and will result in better 
service. This, together with the per- 
mit already obtained, will give double 
tracks on Hancock street from the new 
ear barn near Merrymount park to the 
Ledger office; also from the junction 
of Hancock and Washington streets 
along the latter street beyond Temple 
street, and also into Coddington street; 
from Washington street there will also 
be an additional track up Saville street 
to the depot. 

Along Hancock street between Dr. 
Gordon's and City Hall it is proposed 
to place the tracks nearer the centre of 
the street, and also to straighten them 
near the corner of Granite street. The 
turnout near Music hall will then be 
in sight of the double tracks which 
come together near the Ledger office, 
and for awhile the street railway can 
get along without double_tracking that 
narrow portion of Hancock street be- 
tween Granite and School streets.

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EW MOVE OF COLOMBIA 


May Cause Delay In Way of 
a Canal Bargain 


ANGLO-FRENCH SYNDICATE 


Receives No Official Notice at Wash- 
ington -Spooner’s Proposition Rel- 
ative to Panama Project Considered 


the One Most Likely to Be Passed 


Washington, March 6.—The action of 


sub-committee on inter- 


the senate 
oceanic canals in voting that the legal 
complications in the way of a transfer 
of the title and property of the Panama 
Canal company to the United States 
are insurmountable will, it is said, have 
no practical effect upon the canal ques- 
tion in the senate. It is learned that 
this report was decided upon by the 
sub-committee in the most perfunctory 
way and without investigation into the 
merits of the case. 

The testimony of General Abbott, U. 
S. A. retired, formerly chiéf of en- 
gineers, and a member of the interna- 
tional board that met in Paris and 
passed upon the question of the pruc- 
ticability of the Panama canalat the 
time De Lesseps was at the head of the 
company, Was taken inconnection with 
the report of the Paris board. General 
Abbott sitid that he still believed the 
Panama route to be the most feasible 
and practicable of any, and thinks the 
United States should accept the offer of 
the Panama company to sell its prop- 
erty for $40,000,000. 

What gives the friends of the 
ama route more concern than the 
position of the senate committee is the 
report from Paris that the Colombian 
government announces that it must be 
dealt with before any transfer of title 
to the United States is made. The 
friends of the canal project think that 
this new feature of the , controversy 
may cause some trouble and delay, and 
lead the people of the United States gen- 
erally and persons in congress particu- 
larly, to exaggerate the difficulties that 
stand in the way of a bargain between 
the United States and the Panama 
Canal coinpany. 

Apparently no official notice Las been 
taken of th. dispatch from Colon that 
an Anglo-irench syndicate 
fered the Panama Canal company SSo,- 
000,000 for What the United States has 
been asked to buy for $40,000,000, and 
the Colombian minister and the counsei 
for the Panama Canal company in this 
city do not believe it. At any rate, the 
United States has an option for one 
year. 

The report has been in circulation for 
some time to the effect that Senator 
Hanna and other leading senators are 
advocating the Panama route, merely 
for the purpose of befogging the situ- 
ation, and making it certain that no 
-anal bill will become a law at this ses- 
sion. All of these senators deny this, 
however, and say that they think a 
bill ought to be passed, and that it will 
be passed. They confess that they are 
at sea as to the particular route that 
should be chosen, but are almost urnani- 
mous in the opinion that it would be to 
the interest of the United States te ac- 
cept the offer of the Panama 
pany, provided a perfect title 
transferred. 

If this cannot be done, then the sena- 
tors as a rule favor the aloption of the 
Spooner amendment to the bill passed 
by the house and known as the Hepburn 
bill, which he offered in the senate on 
Jan, 28. This amendment provides for 
the acceptance of the canal ecmpany’s 
offer, “provided a satisfactory title to 
said property can be obtained,” and the 
construction of the canal by the Pan- 
ama route at a cost not to exceed $135,- 
000,000, otherwise the president shall 
be authorized to direct the secretary of 
war to construct a canal by the Nic- 
araguan route at an expenditure not to 
exceed $180,000,000. 

This proposition of Senator Spooner 
is the one that all of the senators, except 
those who are irrevocably committed 
to the Nicaragua route, are expected to 
advocate and vote for, and is, therefore, 
one most likely to be passed.

The Barncliffe worsted mills at 0! 
neyville, an independent concern, yes- 
terday instituted the three-shift plan, 
whereby the mills will operate ccn- 
tinuously, Sundays excepted. Under 
this plan 70 extra weavers were called 
in. This action was found necessary 
because of the diversion of orders on 
certain qualities of material ordinarily 
filled by the American Woollen 
pany to some few of the independent 
mills.

Honors Paid to Prince Henry 
at the Hub 


MADE A DOCTOR OF LAWS 


And Thus Becomes av Honorary Har- 
vard Aluianus—Kaiser Congratu- 
lates Him on the Henor Bestowed— 


Visit to State House and Library 


Boston, March 7.—Itince Henry of 
Prussia was the guest of Boston yester- 
day and his welcome to the city ‘was 
stately and cordial. Governor Crane 
and Mayor Collins, actng for state and 
city, extended the official courtesies, 
and, when the prince lad ceremonious 
ly returned their calls,ue went to Cam- 
bridge to deliver to the Gerinanic iu- 
seum the gifts of his brother, the em- 
peror, and to receive fiom Harvard the 
honorary degree of Dector of Laws 
Harvard's honor to We prince tnadea 
precedent, for never sefore was a de 
gree conferred undr like circum 
stances. A siguificam passage in the 
speech ot President Lliot who cou 
ferred the degree, wis a reference to 
the prince as the graidson of Queen 
Victoria. 

Prince Henry's firstact as a Harvard 
man, atthe Harvard wion shortly after 
he received the degre. Was to propose 
and lead three cheert for Lresident 
Roosevelt, who is a Rarvard alumnus, 
The prince received a cablegram from 
his brother, the empeor, offering con- 
gratulation on the new honor be- 
stowed. 

Last night the priice was viven a 
dinner by the city @ Boston and sat 
ata table with moré than 200 of the 
repre entative citizeis of the common 
wealth. He resumed his way early this 
morning and today wil visit Albany and 
the United States nilitary academy at 
West Toint. em route to New York 
which he reaches this evening 

Bright sunlight favored the day, after 
storm had dressed the city in snow, and 
the entry of the prince to the decorated 
city, the call of the governor ai Hotel 
Somerset, the visits to the state house 
and public library, and the drive 
through Cambridge, with streets and 
avenues thronged with crowds, made 
a series of spectacles strong in life and 
color. The entire reception was dig- 
nified rather than demonstrative, but it 
lacked none of the ecordiality that bas 
characterized the tour of the p 

The special train whieh car 
prince across the country was not de- 
layed by flood or storm and crossed the 
line between New York and Massachu- 
setts on the time planned for it by the 
railroad men. It halted for a few mo 
ments at Springfield, but passed 
through Worcester, where the plan to 
hold a reception was abandoned owing 
to the earliness of the hour. Koston 
Was reached at 9:35 o'clock, and as soon 
as the special halted in South station, 
Mayor Collins and a delegation of city 
officials boarded the car Columbia and 
were introduced to the prince by Am- 
bassador Von Holleben. There wasan 
exchange of greetings and the prince, 
his staff and the members of the Amer- 
fean escort entered carriages waiting 
at the driveway of the depot 

Once they were seated, lines of cav- 
alrymen formed around them andl, ae- 
companied by the naval militiamen, 
and through streets held open by the 
police, they commenced the drive to 


Hotel Somer et. Most of the popula- 


tion centered in the downtown district. 
The people were packed in behind the 
police lines and every building was a 
crowded gallery. Flags and streamers 
bung over the heads of the thousands 
who called and waved a cheery wel- 
come to the princeashe rode past with 
Mayor Collins, Admiral Evans, and 
John Wilkie, chief of the United Siates 
secret service. 

The prince wore his naval uniform 
and acknowledged the greetings with 
his characteristic salute. When the 
carriage reached the Common, a_ bat- 
tery sounded the royal salute, The gun- 
shy horses jumped into a quick paceand 
at a sharp trot the procession rounded 
the Common. The crowds extend >d 
into Commonwealth avenue, to where 
the police lines checked them at the 
Somerset, and the appearance of the 
prince started cheering that was taken 
up in relays for the full length of the 
thoroughfare. 

At the Somerset the prince. sur- 
rounded by his staff, received Goy- 
ernor Crane, who came with an equally 
brilliant staff. and when the call ended 
the prince started at once for the state 
house, to return the courtesy. He drove 
to the capitol by way of Beacon street 
and there was another demonstration 
along that avenue. Naval reserves, 
formed in two lines that extenued from 
the street to the portals, made way for 
the entrance of the prince. After he 
had paid his respects to Governor 
Crane he entered the house of repre- 
sentatives, where the legislature wasin 
sessian. and was oresented’from the

forum by President Soule of the senate 
Leaving the chamber he was show nthe 
battleflags carried by the regiments of 
the state in the Civil war. 

The prince was then driven to the 
publie library, where he returned the 
call of Mayor Collins. Thirty-five vet- 
erans who fought with the grandfather 
of the prince {n the Franco-Prussian 
War were presented at the library, and 
the prince shook hands with them all 
and asked as te their old regiments and 
the character of their service. 

The ceremony at the library over, the 
prince returned to the Sowerset and 
after a short wait there started for 
Cambridge Mayor McNamee gave 
him the rreedom of the city of Cam- 
bridge and the schoolchildren sang for 
him at the city nall. At the university 
he was first taken to memorial hall, 
where he met the corporation of the 
college, and then to Sander’s theatre, 
where the degree Was conferred. Vresi- 
dent Eliot, who appeared in the 
scholars’ gown, addressed the prince. 

The prince did not respond in speech 
to the address of the president, but 
simply bowed an acknowledgement. 
He was next escorted to the faculty 
room Where he met the faculty and 
with his staff lunched with thegi. 

Professor Munsterberg’s reception 
for the Germanic Museum association 
at his house on Ware street ended the 
prince’s afternoon at Harvard by giv- 
ing him a chance to meet mary dis- 
tinguished people who are interested in 
emphasizing whatever is Germanie in 
Harvard university. 

The prince returned to Boston in time 
to reach Hotel Somerset at 6 o'clock, 
when in passing threugh empire roont he 
piuused to receive the greetings of a 
score or Inere of the German women of 
Boston, aid thereafter had a short pe- 
riod of rest before going down stairs to 
the great banquet given for him by the 
city From his seat at the table at one 
end of the banquet room he faced the 
mnest representative men of the city 
and state, invited from organizations 
either financial, commercial, educa- 
The speeches given at 
this time were from men knewn for 
their oratory, and to their sentiments 
the prince made a formal response, 

Phe last event of the day was the re 
ception by the Thursday Evening club, 
consisting of college presidents and 
professors, doctors, scientists and men 
of letters, ut the house of J. M. Sears 
at 11 p.m. From that reception the 
prince was driven direct to his special 
train, Which was drawn up inthe rail- 
road yard just in the rear of Hotel 
Lenox.

THE MAINE CLAIMS 


| Over $2,000,000 Thrown Out by the 
Spanish Treaty Commission 

Washington, March 7.—The Spanish 
| treaty claims commission yesterday 
| handed down a decision against the 
claimants for deaths and injuries re- 
ceived by officers and seamen iu the 
wreck of the battleship Maine in 
Havana harbor. 

Of the upwards of $58,000,000 worth 
of cluims filed with the Spanish treaty 
commission the present decision threws 
out claims amounting to a little in ex- 
cess of $2,000,000. Had the decision 
been favorable to the claimants the 
aggregaie might have been increased to 
$5,000,000, The tinding is of more than 
proportionate interest, however, not 
only becaus® of the great national 
disaster which these claims recall, but 
because of the fact that in resisting 
these claims the United States seemed 
to be put in the peculiar position of as- 
senting that Spain was not responsible 
for the destruction of the Maine. Under 
the treaty of Paris each party to the 
Spanish-American war assumed re- 


sponsibility for the claims of its citi- 
zens. Among these presented were 
claims aggregating $1,890,000 for 
deaths, $135,000 for injuries and $s0.,-

Brutal Manner 


Minds Have Become 


Through Excessive Privations 


Manila, March 7.—A court-martial 
bas been ordered to try Major Waller 
aud Lieutenant Day of the marine 
corps, on March 17 next, on the charge 
of executing natives of the island of 
Sawar without trial. Some of the cir- 
cumstances in the cases are pecullurly 
atrocious. Oue native was tied toa 
tree und publicly shot in the thigh. The 
next day the nan wasshot in the arms. 
The third day he was shot in the body, 
and the fourth day the native was 
killed. Friends of the two officers at- 
tribute their actions toloss of mind, due 


to privations which they haye suf- 
fered in the island of Samar. 
The natenisonee saienen by Major 


Waller and Lieutenant Day, referred to 
in the dispatch from Manila, were prob- 
ably endured during the expedition of 
Major Waller and a detachment of 
marines, who started during the last 
week of December, 1901, from Lanang, 
on the east coast of Samar, to cross the 
isand to Basey,,about 35 miles, In- 
cessant rains from the start, swollen 
streams and other natural 
made the marines’ progress extremely 
and wheu their rations were con-

sumed the men became exhausted 
rapidly and dropped along the way. 
Major Waller becume separated from 


his brother officers, Captain Porter and 
Lieutenant Williams, and the iter 
part of the men and proceeded toward 
Busey, where he arrived on Jan. 3 with 
two officers and 13 men and also Lieu- 
tenant Lyles of the Twelfth infantry, 
Who accompanied the command. The 
major returned to the mountains the 
next day for relief, but turned back 
to Basey about 10 days later, trip 
having been unsuccessful. 

Captain Porter was to have built 
rafts, but the timber would not float. 
The second day after separating from 
Waller, Captain Porter moved toward 
Lanang, where he arrived Jan. 11 with 
two men, all exhausted physically and 
mentally. Lieutenant Williams and 
over 30 men Were left in the mountains 
in a similar condition. A relief expedi- 
tion reached the marines Jan. 1S aud 
saved Lieutenant Williams and all his 
companions, with the exception of 10 
men, who were not found and who un- 
doubtedly died f-om starvation. © Cap- 
tain Porter, Lieutenant Williams and 
18 men were taken to the hospital at 
Tacloban, none of them clear in mind 
regarding much of the time covered by 
the period of suffering. Major Waller 
was disordered in his recollections. 

The official report of the war depart- 
ment at Washington said the sufferings 
of Major Waller's command for 20 
days could not be described. Major 
Waller rendered gallant service with 
the United States marines in China dur- 
ing the march of the allied forces from 
the sea to Pekin. He was appointed to 
the marine corps from Virginia and was 
commissioned second lieutenant June 
16, 1SSU.

His first sea duty was on the frigate 
Lancaster, in the Mediterranean, which 
vessel was present at the bombardment 
of Alexandria. The Lancaster landed 
a detachment of marines, including 
Lieutenant Waller, who won distine- 
tion by breaking into a burniug store 
and removing between 15,000 and 20.- 
000 rounds of cartridges at the risk of 
their lives, thus saving the lives of 
numerous foreiguers who were living 
close by. Waller also rescued a score 
or more of Greek women from a bhos- 
pital which had been set on fire by the 
Alexandrians. He devised a ladder out 
of bed clothes and lowered one woman 
after aother safely to his men on the 
ground. 

Waller was promoted first lieutenant 
in 1SS85 and in 1889 he became captain 
and was stationed at the marine bar- 
racks, Norfolk. He again joined the 
Lancaster in September, 1895, and went 
to the Newark in July, 1896. Captain 
Waller was transferred to the Indiana 
when the destruction of the battleship 
Maine in Havana barbor indicated war 
with Spain, and he had charge of the 
second battery of that ship. When Ad- 
miral Cevera’s fleet came out of San- 
tiago harbor, Waller's battery fired 1744 
shots in 65 minutes. In November, 
1899, Major Waller, who had been pro- 
moted to the rank July 25, 1899, was 
stationed at the marine barracks at 
Cavite, where he remained until! early 
in June, 1900, when he sailed for Taku 
with a detachment of 100 marines and 
took part in the fighting at Tien-T'sin, 
July 16, assisting in capturing a fort 
west of the North city. After leay ing 
China Major Waller returned to Manila. 
and from there, Oct. 22, 1901, he went 
to the island of Samar, with 320 ina- 
rines. Soon afterwards Major Waller 
attacked a force of insurgents oce upy- 
ing a strong position at Sojton, and 
after two days’ desperate fighting ear- 
ried the position. Two of the marines 
and 26 insurgerts were killed. Mejor 
Waller destroyed the insurgents’ 
quarters and 70 houses,

The apparatus at the police station 
makes a very complete and beautiful 
electrical display, and while so simple 
that it may be operated by any one of 
ordinary intelligence, it is beautifully 
and thoroughly made and looks as if it 
might last for all time. The instru- 
ments are located in a finely finished 
oak cabinet having a total length of 
perhaps 5 feet and a total height of 6 
feet. The street boxes are made spec- 
ially for outside use and are therefore 
provided with all the latest improve- 
mentsto guard them against weather 
and exposure. At the same time they 
are very strong, heavy and capable of 
resisting any possible attempts at tam- 
pering with them. The workmanship 
in them is likewise of the finest and 
they are designed to work with equal 
facility in all kinds of weather, and 
under very adverse conditions. 

An important feature of the system 
as built in Quincy is the superior ex- 
cellence of the electrical circuits. As 
far as could be done to good advantage 
to the city, these circuits have been 
carried underground. Those which 
are overhead are likewise made in the 
best possible manner, and all the ci 
cuits for the underground 
head have the peculiar excellence of 
being made up in twisted pairs as they 
are called, that is to if there are 
two wires in the circuit, instead of be- 
ing parellel to each other merely as has 
usually been the custom in police tele- 
graph, they are used in the City of 
Quincy twisted together. This 
comes all the effects of induction from 
strong currents in their neighborhood 
and gives in consequence superb tele- 
phone service. 

The best telephone circuits hereto- 
fore constructed in police telegraph 
systems, while good, huve usually been 
more or less noisy. It is a fact that in 
Quincy these twisted pair cireuits 30 
thoroughly overcome the difficulty, 
known as induction, that in iistening 
on a circuit itis ahsolutely impossible 
to say definitely whether any lines are 
connected or not. Even at night when 
all the strong foreign currents, which 
usually play such havoc with telephone 
lines, are in full operation, the police 
signal wires in Quiucy are 80 quiet that 
a whisper may be heard from the police 
station to the most distant box.

“Aud Aguinaldo admitted it to me,” 
said General Funston. “And is) that 
the act of a great man like our George 
Washington?” 

General Funston spoke with great 
earnestness in denunciation of the men 
in the United States who are keeping 
the war in progress in the islands. 

“[T don’t want to be brutal,” he said. 
“I don’t want to say anything that I 
shall go away from here regretting, but 
I would rather see any oue of 
men here in this country tried for trea- 
son and hanged till they were dead than 
to see the humbilest soldier in the United 
States army lying dead on the tield of 
battle” 

“Think what you please about the 
justice or the propriety of taking the 
Philippines and of holding them, think 
as you please, but for heaven's sake 
keep your mouths shut until we get 
this war settled and the sovereignty of 
the United States settled, and then get 
together in this country and pull hair 
and fight it out among yourselyes.” 

In a simple but intensely dramatic 
way he told the story of the capture of 
Aguinaldo. 

“When I got into the house and y ent 
up to Aguinaido,” he said, “the gentle- 
mun Was very mellow, indee_L But he 
grew a little hysterical.

Contribution From Kipling 
London, March 10.—Rudyard  Kip- 
ling has written a letter to a London 
paper which is attracting much atien- 


tion. Dealing with the Philippines, 
Kipling replied to a Shanghai corre- 


spondent, who drew his attention to 
American methods in those islands, ¢s 
follows: 

“All you say about the Philippines, 
the conflict there between the Amer- 
icans, military and civil, and the pig- 
headedness of the military and their 
habit of setting ‘bulldogs to eateh rab- 
bits,’ is immensely cheering to ine, be- 
cause it is precisely what we are doing 
in South Africa, , 

“You cannot persuade a big country 
full of prosperity that it does not know 
everything. When it has lost a few 
thousand sons and a few millions stey- 
ling. it may, if unusually enlightened, 
begin to understand that it has taken 
hold of the wrong end of the stick. But 
that is a great deal to hope for and, 
probably, will not come in our time. 

“I am very glad to learn, on your 
showing, that the American seems to 
be ‘constitutionally incapable of admit- 
ting himself wrong and frankly putting 
himself in the right,’ because I did not 
like to think of the Americans as any 
more logical than ourselyes, ; 

“Of course, what a new ecuntry 
wants is a high-toned despot of un- 
limited powers and absolute integrity. 
But as peoples, we must just muddle 
along in the expensive, wasteful, buteh- 
erly fashion that attends our methods.”

Pekin, March 11 The of

The British diplomatists are trying 
to help the Chinese to regain the gov- 
ernment of Tien sin, and the reason 
for the British action in blocking the 
payment of the February indemnity 
was to bring Germany to terms. The 
British believe the Germans are using 
Tien Tsin as an inducement to the 
Chinese to grant her (Germany) a prac- 
tical monopoly of the mines in Shan- 
tung province

naval committee of the house, who had 
the energetic support of his western 
colleagues, and Mr. Moody, for whom 
Senator Lodge made the winning fight. 
It was for a time in doubt whether Mr. 
Moody would not be placed in some im- 
portant foreign mission rather than in 
the navy department, but he preferred 
to stay at home. 

Mr. Moody brings to his new posta 
mind of experience in govermenta! af- 
fairs acquired through his work for 
several years on the appropriation com- 
mittee of the house. Mr. Moody is 
comparatively young, being in his 49th 
year® He is a lawyer by profession, 
being a graduate of Phillips acadeiny, 
Andover, Mass., and Harvard univer- 
sity. He has been district attorney for 
the eastern district of Massachusetts 
and has served in the 54th, 55th, 356th 
and 57th congresses, being elected as a 
Republican. He was born in Newbury, 
Mass., but now resides at Haverhill. 
Mr. Moody expects to assume charge of 
his new office May 1. ’ 

The news that Mr. Moody had been 
offered and had accepted the havy 
portfolio reached the Capitol shortly 
after noon and Mr. Moody, who was on 
the floor of the house, was showered 
With hearty congratulations. For sey- 
eral minutes he held a regular levee in 
one of the side aisles on the Republi- 
can side. Democratic members crossed 
over to join the greetings, his con- 
gratulations from that quarter being

Mr. Moody began to rise to prom- 
inence during his first term in the house, 
when Speaker Reed frequently selected 
him to preside over the committee of 
the whole and predicted for him a 
brilliant legislative career.

Leighton has made over to the institu- 
tion all his reai estate and other prop- 
erty and that this, together with Lis 
bond. will make good the loss sustained 
by the bank. 

The detection of the defaleation was 
brought about by the discovery of an 
apparent error in Leighton’s books 
yesterday afternoon. When pressed 
for an explanation, the teller broke 
down and made a complete confession, 
stating that his peculations extended 
back over a period of several months 
and would reach a total of $43,000, He 
was immediately arrested by United 
States Marsha! Saunders. 

It is said that Leighton’s trouble is 
due to unsuccessful business ventures. 
He has been connected with a number 
of enterprises and several of them, it is 
said, have proved very expensive tothe 
promoters. Just how long he has 
drawn upon the funds of the bank to 
meet his losses is not known. 

The National Traders’ bank is cap- 
italized at $250,000, and has undivided 
profits of $100,000. The president of 
the institution is William G. Davis, and 
the cashier is John M. Gould. 

Leighton is about 35 years old. mar- 
ried and has three children. At Old 
Orchard, where he makes his home, he 
was considered one of the substantial 
citizens of the town and has held inany 
public offices. Several years ago he 
was prime mover ina local reform 
movement conducted by the so-called 
Citizens’ Good-Government party, and 
at that time he was elected chairmanof 
the board of selectmen. His family is 
socially prominent.

The strike aimed at the R.S. Brine 
Transportation company, a New York 
eorporation doing business here, has 
been inflicted on two railroad systems 
because they demanded that their em- 
ployes should not discriminate freight 
delivered ,by the Brine company. 

The marvelous feature of the sirike 
for two days has been the absolute ab- 
sence of disorder among the thousands 
of strikers, and the enthusiasm with 
which they struck. The water front 
and railroad freight houses, usually a 
bedlam of noise. are as quiet as ona 
Sunday. The second day wituessed 
fully 6000 additional to the 10,000 out en 
Monday. 

One of the important developments of 
the day was the ordering out of the 


longshoremen at the docks of the Pil 
adelphia and Metropolitan Steaciship 
companies, in consequence of which 
steamers of those lines were ccm- 
pelled to depart with only partial 
cargoes, while their wharves are 


filled with the objectionable 
freight which the men refused to 
handle. Other docks along Atla atie 
avenue are in similar condition and 
business there is practically ticd up. 

The members of the general ‘leam- 
sters’ union, comprising 1400 bricl-, 
sand, lime and cement teamsters, also 
went out yesterday afternoon, which 
virtually ties up the building trades Ly 
depriving them of material with which 
to work. 

The Freight Handlers’ and Freight 
Clerks’ unions of the Boston and Maine 
railroad, which are affiiliated with the 
Knights of Labor as well as with the 
Allied Freight Transportation council, 
were ordered out by the latter body yes- 
terday afternoon and stopped work for 
a time, but finally returned and finished 
out the day. They questioned the 

right of the allied council to order them 
to strike. 

There is great curiosity to know what 
action the Master Teamsters’ associa- 
tion will take, inasmuch as they feel 
that they have grievances as well as 
the R. S. Brine company, which is not 
a member of their organization.

Representative Badger spoke in the 
House Tuesday infavor of the report 
of his committee, which yranted leave 
to withdraw on the petition of the Liq- 
uor Dealers association for permission 
to carry on busingss on election days 
after the close of the polls. 

A motion was mide to substitute the 
bill, which was sspported by Messrs, 
Mills, Jackson and Donahne of Fall 
River and Mr. Bradley of Boston. In 
favor of the report besides Mr. Badger 
were Mr. Davis of Salem,and Mr. Keith 
of Brockton of the committee, The 
substitute was lost by a vote of 24 to 
91,and the report accepted. 

The same comnittee also reported 
leave to withdraw, on petition of W. 
E, Weld that Boston vote on the license 
question once each two years. 

The Liquor Lay committee gave a 
hearing on petitioas for regulation of 
hours io which lijuor may be sold 
in cities of over 400,000 people and 
to regulate the granting of licenses. 
Fred D. Stanley, forthe petitioners, 
said that he had drawn up a new Dill 
as a substitute Or the Sewall bill. 
He thought tha the local option 
principle should be followed 
in this matter ard had tried to do 
this in his new dnft. The draft Mr. 
Stanley proposed auends the law so as 
to provide that spirituous or intoxi- 
cating liquor shallnot be sold between 
the hours of 11; atnight and 6 in the 
moroing, or the Lerd’s day; provided, 
however, that if ths licensee is licensed 
as an innholder theauthorities granting 
the license shall from time to time 
prescribe regulatiois governing the sale 
of such liquors duwing such hours to 
guests who have reorted to his inn for 
food or lodging.

Many of the drivers of the 
express companies are union men, and 
there was a rumor Tuesday nigbt that 
they were to be ordered out today, 
which would make it appear that the 
strike leaders intended to paralyze busi- 
ness all over the state. 

One of Brine’s teams came tu Quibcy 
Tuesday afternoon to carry away some 
of the boxes and reels that were used 
by the Gamewell Co, in putting in the 
police signal system. The team ar- 
rived opposite Hall’s sture at the corner 
of Washington and Canal streets early 
in the evening. It is the hall over this 
store where the coal handlers have their 
headquarters. Word was received that 
one of Brine’s teams was coming, and a 
crowd quickly gathered. The driver of 
the team stopped and began to load the 
articles into his team. The crowd 
tried to anger him so as to precipitate 
arow but the driver paid 
attention to the remarks by the crowd, 
bot continued his work and then 
away toward Boston, 

Not only arethe drivers of Quincy 
express teams members of the union, 
but drivers of stone teams as well, 
and if the Quincy men are ordered out 
business in Quincy will suffer quite as 
much as in Boston.

ACTIVITY OF MERCHANTS 


To Hold a Conference on the 


Strike Question

FREIGHT BUSINESS BLOCKED 


Ranks of Strikers Swelled by Addi- 
tion of Coal Drivers and Express- 
men—Members of Central Labor Un- 


ion May Decide to Strike 


Boston, March 13.—With 20,000 men 
idle, their ranks likely to be greatly 
swelled by sympathetic yotes of the 
Building ‘Trades Council and the Bes- 
ton Centra! Labor Union, which meet 
tovight, and the entire city beginning 
to suffer trom the effects of congested 
traftic, the only ray of light visible is 
the hope that the conference of _busi- 
ness interests which has been arranged 
for today may lead to a settlement of 
the strike. 

This conference, which is due in a 
large measure to the influence of Gov- 
ernor Crane, was arranged late yester- 
day afternoon at a meeting of the rep- 
resentatiyes of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, the Boston Associated 
Board of Trade and the Boston Mer- 
chants’ with the state 
board of arbitration. Everyone  ;res- 
ent realized the seriousness of the sit- 
uation. and after an interchange of 
opinions, it was decided that the best 
way of getting at public opinion would 
be to call a conference of business men 
of the city, at which, among others, the 
presidents of the produce exchange, the 
coal exchange, and of all the railroads, 
will be invited. It is also hoped that 
representatives of the Civic Fedcra- 
tion may also be present. 

During the day Governor Crane Lad 
a long talk with the committee of the 
Allied Transportation Council, heving 
the strike in charge. but at its conclu- 
sion he announced that he could see no 
Way at present of solving the proble.a. 
Later‘he sent for Mayor Collins, and the 
two executives were in conference for 
some time. 

A little later Mayor Collins made a 
statement that he had no power to act. 
He said further: “Until the railroad 
officials consent to haying the dif- 
ferences considered by an arbitration 
board, there is nothing more we van 
do. They are obdurate, therefore our 
hands are tied. The governor and u y- 
self have done all in our power to ren- 
der assistunce. ‘The answer from Sen- 
ator Hanna does not leave a further 
opening for working for an immediate 
settlement. The saloons cannot be 
closed uyti! rioting starts. There 
is no rioting, and only when there is 
can the power to close them be ex- 
ercised.” 

The railroad company against which 
the strike is chiefly directed, the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford, shows 
no inclination to ask for interference 
by the Natienal Civic Federation, and 
reiterates what it has said from the 
first. that its duties as a common car- 
rier are defined by law and that it is 
compelled to handle all freight de- 
livered to it, whether by union or non- 
union teams, and that it has no option 
in the matjier. This position, if ad- 
hered to by the company, may result in 
the refusal of the federation to in- 
terfere in the quarrel, as it desires « re- 
quest from both parties to a con- 
troversy before taking up the matter. 

Freight business at the various rail- 
roads, wharves and docks is almost at 
a standstill, and the moving of ac- 
cumulated merchandise is becoming a 
most serious matter to the merchants. 

The strike of coal teamsters is one of 
the most aggravating features, and its 
effect was quickly felt at hotels, 
restaurants and places having accom- 
modation for only a limited supply of 
coal, and coal dealers were kept busy 
answering appeals from anxious cus 
tomers for coal which could not be de- 
livered. Several of these applicants 
stated that unless coal was forthcom- 
ing at once they would be forced to 
close their business. 

Many of the teams of the Adams, Na- 
tional and local express companies, 
whose drivers are not affiliated with the 
Teamsters’ union, were at work yester- 
day, but today all went out with the 
exception of the United States Ex- 
press company’s men, who belong to no 
union. There a movement to 
eall out the hack and cabmen. who, 
since the strike of the Armstrong 
Transfer company’s drivers, have heen 
transferring more or less baggage for 
passengers across the city. 

The brewery employes it is 
said, be locked out by Friday if the 
strike continues, as the supply of coal 
on hand at the various breweries wiil 
give out by that time and work will 
have to be suspended. 

The meetings of the Centrz! Labor 
Union and of the Building Trades 
Council] tonight are awaited with great 
interest. It is the general belief that, 
although such action will be bitterly 
fought. the meeting will endorse the

Strike to the extent of ordering out the 
90 bodies affiliated in its membership. 
It is also believed that the Builldiag 
Trades Council will also take Similan 
action as a matter of principle. 

A particularly interesting feature of 
the strike is the unusually qulet ap- 
pearance of the streets and the excel- 
lent manner in which the strikers have 
conducted themselves ever since the 
strike began. Although groups of men 
are to be seen lounging about discussinz 
the situation, they are orderly and only 
in rare instances is an intoxicated man 
geen. In various sections of the city 
union headquarters have been opened 
which has the effect of keeping large 
numbers of men off the street 

Fewer teams ariven by master team- 
sters or their clerks were seex upon the 
streets yesterday than was the case 
Tusday, and in fact no heavy teaming 
except “emergency” transportation was 
attempted by any except the teams of 
the Brine Transportation company, 
The latter were working fo their full 
capacity, , 

In view of their crippled condition 
the diffarent railroad companies have 
been making strenuous efforts to se- 
cure men to take the places of their 
striking freight. handlers aml clerks, 
and have succeeded in getting a large 
Bumber from towns and cites along 
their respective lines. ‘The Hoston and 
Maine officials will reinstat all their 
old men who make applicatign for their 
old places today, but those who fail to 
report at that time will find ‘heir orca- 
pation gone. ‘ 

Secretary Easley of the National 
Civie Federation has wired several of 
the prominent labor leaders to nicet 
him in conference here today. He will 
also be present at a meeting of repre- 
sentative business men and abor lead- 
ers Who will be in conferenre in re- 
sponse to the invitation esttenced to 
them by the state board of abitration. 


The strike has caused sich great 
complications in Lynn, especially 
among the shoe trade, thatthe Boa'd 
of Trade bas deemed it neessiary to 
take a hand init. A canvéss of the 
members has shown that tlp majority 
believe that a radical plan shenld be 
adopted to bring the R. S. Brine com- 
pany of Boston to terms. A com-

M. C. D. Borien ] as 
granted a 10 percent increase to em- 
ployes of his mills. A strike such as 
seems impending would throy 25,000 
people out of employment, aad closq 
about 70 mills.

PRINCE HENRY’S VISIT 


Subject of Exchange of Compliments 
Between Kaiser and President 
Washington, March 13.—Emperor 
William yesterday cabled President 

Roosevelt as follows: 


“Now that my brother has !eft the 
hospitable shores of the United States, 
homeward bound, I feel it a pleasing 
duty to express to you how desp'y 
grateful land the whole of the German 
people are for the splendor of the hospi- 
tality and the cordiality of the recep- 
tion which was accorded to Prince 
Henry by all classes of the American 
people, 

“My outstretched hand has been met 
by you with a firm, manly and friendly 
grtp. May heaven bless our relations, 
with peace and good will between the 
two great nations. My best compli- 
ments and wishes to Miss Alice.” 

President Rooseyelt’s reply follows: 

“Your brother's visit to this country 
has accomplished much in showing the 
depth of kindly feeling which exists 
between the two nations. It has been 
most fortunate in every way, aud 1 
trust you will permit me to congratulate 
You on the admirable manner in which 
he has borne himself. He has won the 
genuine and hearty sympathy and re- 
gard of all with whom he hag been 
brought in contact. We have wel- 
comed him for his own sake, and we 
have welcomed him, still more heartily 
as the representative of yourself and of 
the mighty German people. I thank 
you in the name of the American peo- 


ple fer what you have done, and I 
thank you personally in addition for 
the gracious form which your court ‘SY 


took.”

An Ancedote of Methuen 

Berlin, Mareh 13.—General Methuen 
was British military attache at Berlin 
from 1877 to 1SS1. Upon one occasion 
when be was going to the palace to visit 
Emperor William I, in 1881, he jumped 
into the Spree and saved the life of a 
drowning child. It made him tate at 
his audience with the emperor.

onel Grimm. Colonel Grimm, it is 
said, was shot within two hours of the 
passing of the court’s sentence. 


Government Ownership of Railroads 

New York, March 13.—Martin A, 
Knapp, chairman of the interstate 
commerce commission, delivered a lee- 
ture here last night on “Transporta- 
tion.” Mr. Knapp said that the high- 
ways, from the earliest period of man- 
kind, were considered as publie prop- 
erty, and that it was no more than just 
and proper that all railroads should be 
under government control.

Stricken by Apoplexy at a Pro- 
Boer Meeting 


HE PARDONED ANARCHISTS 


And Had Controversy With President 
Cleveland Over Chicago Railroad 
Strike While Chief Executive of Il- 


linois During Troublous Times 


Joliet, Ills, March 13.—John P. Alt- 
geld, ex-governor of Illinois, died Lere 
yesterday of apoplexy with which he 
was stricken at the conclusion of his 
speech at a pro-Boer mass meeting in 
the Joliet theatre Tuesday night.

JOHN P. ALTGELD, 

John Peter Altgeld was born in Ger- 
many in December, 1847, and was 
brought to this country by his parents 
while.vet a child. The family settled 
near Mansfield, O., where Altgeld re- 
eeived his common school education. 
At 16 years of age he enlisted as a pri- 
vate in the Federal army and was in 
the service until the close of the war. 
He then taught school in Missouri, 
studying law evenings, and was ad- 
mitted to the Missouri bar in 1869. His 
first elective office was that of state at- 
torney in Andrew county, Mo., in 1874. 
The next year he resigned and moved 
to Chicago, where he practiced law. In 
1884 he ran for congress, but was de- 
feated. From 1886 to 1891 he was 
judge of the superior court of Illinois. 


With Altgeld’s election as governorin 
1893 his stormy career was fairly under 
way. The four years of his administra- 
tion have been bitterly attacked by his 
political enemies and faintly praised 
by many of his political friends. Jug- 
gling with the state funds, their deposit 
in favored banks, the dissipation te 
private sources of interest accruing on 
deposited publie funds, sharp bargains 
by which administration adherents 
profited—these were freely charged by 
Governor Altgeld’s opponents. 

In defense of his pardoning of 
Fielden, Schwab and Neebe, three men 
serving life sentences upon convictions 
of complicity in the bomb throwing 
during the Haymarket riots, when sey- 
eral police officers were killed, Goy- 
ernor Altgeld made a statement that 
the jury that tried the men was _ prac- 
tically a packed jury. 

His attitude during the great Chi- 
eago railroad strike of 1894 was one of 
inaction. If it was not dictated by 
covert Sympathy with the strikers it 
was at least interpreted so by mobs 
that destroyed railroad property, 
sacked, burned and pillaged cars, and 
tied up transportation by rail ina wide 
area around Chicago. The mails hay- 
ing been interrupted, President Cleye- 
land ordered United States troops to 
the scene of riot and interruption to 
the federal mails and interstate com- 
marca. There was bloodshed, but law 
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and order triumphed. Meantime Gov- 
ernor Altgeld entered into a controversy 
with the president over the latter's ac- 
tion but was finally silenced by a stern 
rebuke from the president, who tele- 
graphed that discussion should give 
Way “to active efforts of all authority 
to restore obedience to law and to pro- 
tect life and property.” 

Mr. Altgeld was a partisan Democrat 
with many populistic and socialistic 
ideas. He became an enthusiastic 
Silver man, a supporter of Bryan. 
When that doctrine was repudiated in 
1896 Altgeld helped to hold the Iilinola 
Democracy in line for Bryan in 1900, 
worked for the reiteration at Kansas 
City of the Chicago platform. 

Meantime he had been hard hit in 
other directions, financially and physi- 
cally as well as politically, He came 
hear going down in the Globe Savings 
bank crash in 1896, when the funds 
were misappropriated by President 
Spaulding, who he himself had recom- 
mended for treasurer of the university 
board, and in which bank he was a 
stockholder, director, and large bor- 
rower on doubiful collateral stock in 
his extensive real estate enterprises in 
Chicago. 

Ever since the failure of the Globe 
bank Altgeld had not been a well man. 
His mind was just as clear and active 
as of old, but though the spirit was 
willing the flesh was weak, 

He clung to politics, was an adviser 
of and later a political enemy of Carter 
Harrison. In 1899 he ran for mayor of 
Chicago as an independent, but waa 
beaten. He was a man of brilliancy, 
for he compelled attention; of ability, 
because he raised himself from the tow- 
path to the bench and the highest ex- 
ecutive position open to him; of sin- 
cerity and honesty, probably; of mis- 
takes, many and grave; and, withal, a 
unique figure in the political life of the 
republic.

Nearly six centuries ago the extraor- 
dinary devotion paid to this relic at 
Bruges by the inhabitants and visitors 
had induced the ecclesiastical and cefvil 


authorities to institute a solemn pro- 


cession in which it should be borne in 
the streets, 
A confraternity of the precious blood, 


cousisting of thirty members, with a 


prevost and four chaplains, was estab- 
lished to guard it at all times. 

The procession takes place annually, 
and the blood, contained in a crystal 


eylinder and inclosed in its shrine, is 


earried about with much pomp and 


ceremony.

In Concession Treaties Agreed to by 
Nicaragua and Costa Ria, Including 
Perpetual Right of Wiy—Hepbura 
Bill Will Now Go Bebre Senate 


Washington, March 13—The senate 
committee on isthmian cinalshas de- 
cided, by a vote of 7 to 4to report the 
Hepburn bill, providingfor the con- 
struction of an isthinianvanal via the 
Nicaragua route. 

The action of the conmittee was 
taken ata called meeting leld yesterday 
afternoon. lt came afte a brie? 
port by Senator Morgan chairman of 
the committee, detailingthe result of 
a conference with Secrenry Hay as to 
the status of diplomatic negotiations 
with the Central Amerian republics 
concerning the canal. If said that the 
secretary told him that tlere are no ne- 
gotiations in progress between the 
United States and Colombia concerning 
the Panama route and hat the new 
minister from Colombiahad not even 
presented his credentials but that, on 
the other hand, the reprsentatives of 
this country and those ¢@ Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica had be@ in consulta- 
tion and had agreed upon practically 
all the points to be coveed in conces- 
sion treaties, nothing reilly being left 
relative to that but to put the agree- 
ments in writing. Hesall that the gov- 
ernment of those two ountries bad 
manifested a disposition o make all the 
concessions the United Sates could ask 
toward aiding the constuction of a 
canal and that among hese conces- 
sions was one for perpeual  righi 
way. 

When the recitation ofthe report had 
been complete® Senate Hanna sug- 
gested that probably tle Colombian 
minister had been detiined by un- 
toward circumstances, He proposed 
that action by the committee be de- 
layed until opportunity @uld be .ad to 


re. 


ascertain Colombia's puition. This 
suggestion met with a grong protest 


from the friends of the Nearagua route 
and Senator Mitchell moved that the 
Hepburn bill as it passdl the house be 
reported. The motion yas carried, 7 
to 4, asfollows: Yeas—Norgan, Mitch- 
ell, Hawley, Platt (N.Y, Harris, Tur- 
ner, Foster (La). Nays4ianna, Pritch- 
ard, Millard, Kittredge, 

After the adjournmejt of the com- 
mittee, Senator Morgm said that he 
would probably report the bill to the 
senate today. While he would use all 
due diligence in seciring consideration 
of the measure he jad had no confer- 
euce with the Republican leaders of the 
senate as to when the measure should 
be taken up for Ccolsideration, 

The Hepburn billjuthorizes the pres- 
ident to acquire teritory for right of 
way for a canal fran Costa Mica and 
Nicaragua, directs tie construction of 
a canal of sufficient -apacity to accom- 
modate the largest ships from Grey- 
town, on the Atlante, via Lake Nie- 
uragua, to Brito, onthe Pacilic, under 
the supervision of tly secretary of war; 
authorizes surveys o' the harbors at the 
two ends of the rowe; guarantees the 
use of the canal t¢ vessels of Costa 
Rica and Nicaragui and appropriates 
$10,000,000 for begining the work. 


Chinese Barred Krom Philippines 

Washington, Marth 13.—The senate 
cotnmittee on immigration agreed yes- 
terday to report the Chinese exelusion 
bill known as the Mitchell-Kahn meas- 
ure. It is substantially the sameasthe 
modified bill submitted by the Pacific 
coast committee, The committee re- 
tained the provision for absolute ex- 


clusion of Chinese from the Philip- 
pines, taking the ground that the 


United States wanted to retain the 
Philippines for the Filipinos and tat 
the latter were as much opposed te the 
admission of Chinese us were the 
Americans. 


In Congress 

Washington, Mareh 13.—The ship 
subsidy bill occupied practically the en- 
tire time of the senate yesterday. Mr. 
McCumber presented a carefully pre- 
pared argumentin favor of the bill. 
Mr. Depew delivered an elaborate 
speech in which he analyzed the argu- 
ments both for and against the Position 
to pay subsidies to the shippinz ip- 
dustry.

Ristori was charged with the mission 
of bringing round Prince Gortchakof 
to the side of Italian unity when she 
went in 1860 to a play at St. Peters- 
burg. As the court was in mourning 
she was conimanded to come and recite 
“Maria Stuarda” at the Winter palace. 
Mme. Ristori recited her great part and 
electrified the court. The czar shed 
tears. . 
After she retired from the room 
where the imperial party was to a 
salon filled with courtiers, the ezaro- 
witz brought up Prince Gortchakof 
and presented him. He had something 
to say about the emotional character of 
Ristori’s recitation. He wondered how 
she could have been so deeply stirred 
by the sufferings of one who hud per 
ished so many centuries ago. 
“I was not thinking of her,” cried 
Ristori. “I was thinking of a living 
and discrowned martyr, supposed to be 
dead, but living. I was thinking of my 
beloved Italy. I wanted, under the 
image of Maria Stuarda, to represent 
to the minds of their imperial majesties 
the cause of Italian independence and 
unity, and I think they vibrated in uni- 
son with ray patriotic efforts. I now 
want to convert you, prince, for I am 
afraid you think that Italy must not be 
resuscitated, though she has risen as if 
from the dead and is full of life, ener- 
gy, hope.”

ARSON AND FORGERY 


Charges Which Slomae Will Have to 
Face Before a Grand Jury 

Leominster, Mass., March 13.—In the 
district court yesterday Joseph Slo- 
mae was found probably guilty of arson 
in an attempt to defraud an insurance 
company, and was held under bonds for 
the grand jury. The fire occurred in 
his house early on the morning of Jan. 
8llast. The evidence showed tbat the 
building was fired in three piaces; that 
defendant had an unusually large in- 
surance on a smallamount of house- 
hold goods; also that he had had 
trouble with the owner of the building. 

Fred A. Whitney testified that he 
sold the house to Slomae for $1625, who 
was to pay for it in installments. 
Whitney stated that Slomac had paid 
$526 on necount, then discontinued pay- 
ments and demanded his money back, 
claiming that the condition of the 
house was not as had been represented. 
Whitney refused to refund the aoney 
and Slomac brought suit, which is now 
penaling. 


Shomac testified that he had paid 
$1526. of which $1000 was paid ina 
lump to Whitney on March 31, 1901 


He produced in court what purpocted 
to bea receipt for that amount. Whit- 
ney pronounced the receipt a forgery, 
and declared that a receipt fer $10 
which he had given Slomac had been 
raised to $1000. 

Slomac will be charged with forgery 
when he appears before the grand jury. 
He is 30 years old, a native of Sweden, 
a blacksmith by trade and has been in 
this country abont 11 years.

The Mark of the Hand.

DRESS HINTS.

One of the essential points on good 
dressing, as well as in all artistic 
things, is in the harmony of tones and 
colors. Unfortunately this is too often 
forgotten.

An absolute necessity for wear with 
cotton gowns is a supply of pretty 
belts, neckwear, ribbons, etc., which 
transform a plain dress, afford several 
changes with one dress and give a styl- 


ish touch to one’s costume without 
much additional expense.

cream by dipping in coffee. If an ecru | 
tone is desired, it may be obtained by 
placing the lace in water to which pow- 
dered saffron has been added, the 
amount of saffron depending upen the 
depth of the ecru tinge desired. 


Using Powder. 

A specialist in the care of the skin de- 
elares that the best method of applying 
powder is by means of absorbent cot- 
ton. According to her, the cotton should 
be dipped into the powder and this 
brushed over the face, powdering every 


should be rubbed in thoroughly—mas- 
saged in, as it were. Then the face 
should be lightly wiped off with a piece 
of soft cheesecloth. 

The same specialist says that the 
powder should not be permitted to re- 
main on the face over night. It should 
be washed off first, and then the skin 
should be massaged with cold cream 
and this in turn wiped off with the soft 
cloth. By this mode the skin is not in- 
jured. 

The first requisite in powder is pu- 
rity. Many of the most expensive and 
best known powders contain a mineral 
that in the end is bound to be harmful 
to the skin. Tor this reason a pure veg- 
etable powder should always be sought, 
and if one is not sure of its integrity it 
is better to fall back upon cornstarch 
or upon rice flour. These are not so 
dainty and fragrant as the powders of 
commerce, but they cannot harm the 
complexion. 

Morals of the Child. 

The moral development of the child 
begins almost as soon as its mental, 
and the two march band in band. The 
home is the place where correct moral | 
principles should be first instilled in 
the mind of the child, and neglect of 
this may mean endless suffering for 
parents and child. Too often this is 
left to the servants, relatives or the 
teacher later. The parent who can 
neglect this side of the child’s develop- 
ment and trust it to somebody else is 
not worthy of the responsibility that 
has been conferred upon her. The neg- 
lect is not altogether intentional, but 
more often due to lack of energy and 
forethought. The work does not begin 
early enough, and the little mind geis 
warped before the lessons are taugbht,— 
Woman's Home Companion. 


Effect of Tight Clothing.

A hairpin that 
has gone into the scalp an inch or two 
will make the most angelic face wear a 
weary and worried look. Strange, isn't 
it? There is many a beauty ill that can 
be traced to some silly, useless little 
vanity. Any one who makes it a rule fo 
eat food that is highly spiced or over- 
stimulating is likely to be trouble 
with a very florid complexion or coarse 
red hands. Crisp green vegetables, lean 
broiled meats, a diet that is generally 
simple and substantial, is the first law 
of all beautifying.

then distilled to a dry solid. 

As this solid sells for about $250 an 
ounce it is easy to understand why the 
ether process, though far and away the 
best, is not commonly used. But the 
scented grease and the essences made 
by steeping it in pure spirit are never 
cheap. After all the scent possible has 
been extracted from the grease it is 
still fragrant enough to make the very 
tinest perfumed soap. 

All the citrine scents, bergamot, ne- 
rol, orange flower water, are refreshing 
and in a degree stimulating if properly 
prepared. To make a lasting perfume 
some animal base is essential—musk, 
civet or ambergris.

Philip D. Armour, millionaire and 
philanthropist, continually warned 
young men ugainst getting into debt.

Washington, March 15.—The publica- 
tion in two or three leading Dewspapers 
of a Washington story from which im- 
portant inferences are drawh regarding 


the attitude of President Roosevelt 


toward the Republican nomination for 


president in 1904 has started .etive dis- 
cussion in political circles. The story 
itself has enough truth in it to ~nake it 
formidable as a text, though the infer- 
ences are liable to mislead the majority 
of readers. 

Judson W. Lyous of Georgia is a ne- 
gro who was appointed by President 
McKinley, largely at the instance of 
Senator Manna, register of the treasury. 
He has acquitted himself creditably, 
and is much respected by his superiors, 
colleagues and subordinates in thetreas- 
ury department. As his term of « ftice 
was drawing near its close certain po- 
litical busybodies began to talk : bout 
his being dropped out of the treastry 
service to wake room for some one 
else. 

A friend who had understood that 
Mr. Roosevelt thought well of Mr. Lyons 
called upon the latter to ask whether 
he bad made any effort to secure a 1e- 
appointment. Mr. Lyons auswered thet 
he had not, and, in the course of a con- 
versation which followed on the general 
political outlook, took occasion to say 
that, although he should value a reap- 


pointment, he should not wish Mr. 
Roosevelt to make it under way mis- 
apprehension; that he «admired Mr. 


Roosevelt very much, but that if Mr. 
Hanna were ta be a candidate for the 
presidency in 1904 he (Lyous) shovld 
support him, though, with Uanna ont 
of the way, he was Roosevelt 
against the field. 

The friend to whom this remark was 
made felt a little embarrassed by it in 
approaching the president with the sug- 
gestion that Lyons be reappointed. He 
said as much to an old personal friend 
of the president’s, who volunteered to 
tell the president of it himself. ‘The 
president's response was to reach for 
a memorandum card and put Mr. 
Lyons’ name on it, remarking: “TI like 
Lyons, and had expected to reappoint 
him, but this settles the matter. A nan 
who is loyal to his convictions, and who 
will be so candid, when his own political 
fortunes are in the balance, as to be un- 
willing to profit through a possible mis- 
apprehension, has the stuff in him of 
which good public servants are made. 
I wish you to say to Mr. Lyons from 1.e 
that I shall Jose no time in making Lis 
reappointment a certainty.” 

How the main fabrie of fact found 
its way into print nobody knows. The 
version given in some of the newspapers 
is substantially correct, though tl ere 
Was ho question between Mr. Lyons 
and his visitor as to whether the latter 
was an emissary from the president, 
and none between the president and 
his friend as to Lyons’ next preference 
after Hanna.

The Gentle Art of Scolding. 

The woman in authority should study 
consideration of other people’s feelings. 
The common scold or the continual 
fault finder is perhaps the most disa- 
greeable person in the world, not only 
unhappy herself, but making others so. 

Scolding viewed in one light is really 
an accomplishment—that is, when used 
for the proper correction of servants 
and children. If you feel called upon to 
deliver a rebuke to a servant, make it 
clear to the offender that your displeas- 
ure is justified. Never lose your tem- 
per, but be calm and dignitied, for re- 
member that your bearing bas much to 
do with the respect that you are held 
in by those under your authority. Nev- 
er let n scolding degenerate into nag- 
ging, for if you do you lose all claim 
to respect from the delinquent, and 
the person at fault becomes your critic, 
and a very scornful critic at that. 
| Let all scoldings be gauged by the 

error, but do not make af~y rebuke long 
drawn out. Give each a hopeful end- 
ing. When properly administered, a 
merited scolding quickly bears the 
fruit of better behavior on the part of 
the offending one. 

Many wives have spoiled the good 
nature of their husbands by seizing 
upon some fault, trivial perhaps, and 
constantly dwelling upon it. 

Where a home is made unhappy by a 
great fauit of the husband, if he is 
worthy of loving and saving, he is 
more effectively appealed to by tender- 
ness than by denunciation or scorn. 
There are many men today in the 
wrong path possessed by worthy attri- 
butes who might be saved by gentle re- 
proof from the error of their ways, but 
are only spurred on their downward 
course by the unrelenting fierceness of 
a scolding wife. Those who have been 
saved from evil ways bear witness to 
the efficacy of the gentle sympathy and 
loving advice of a true helpmate.—New 
York Journal. 


A Housekeeping Experiment. 

One housekeeper last year tried the 
experiment of running her household 
on the co-operative plan. She consult- 
ed with her cook, who was the general 
housework girl as well, and entered 
into an arrangement with her by which 
any surplus over the stipulated week- 
ly allowance for household expenses 
was to be equally divided between the 
two. It was thought that an allowance 
of $2 a day for a family of tive was 
sufficient, and by careful, systematic 
watching the weekly expenditures of- 
ten did not reach the allotted $14. 
Whatever less they were was scrupu- 
lously divided between the two. Often 
there would be « dollar to the good, 
though 25 cents tv each was the more 
common allotment. If, through com- 
pany, sickness or some unusual de- 
demand the sum was overstepped, the 
next week was started in debt that 
needed care to eliminate. 

The experiment proved highly satis- 
factory, though it must be admitted 
that the girl was one of unusual intel- 
ligence and adaptability. Undoubtedly, 
however, it could be successful in 
many households, even under 
what less favorable conditions. It save 
the maid a strong incentive to watch 
all leakages, and it effectually prevent- 
ed the fault finding on that score which 
is a large cause for discontent between 
mistress and maid in almost every 
family. A stipulation in the contract 
was that the table should be kept up to 
its usual standard, and both parties to 
the agreement felt stimulated to make 
the food attractive through service and 
flavor rather than by outhiy.—New 
York Post.

Wonders In the Equine Foot. 

The foot of a horse is one of the most 
ingenious and unexampled pieces of 
mechanism in the whole range of ani- 
mal structure.

Into this are fitted about 500 more thin 
lamingw, which belong to the coffin 
bone, both sets being elastic and adher- 
ent. The edges of « quire of paper in- 
serted leaf by leaf into another quire 
will furnish a good idea of the arrange- 
ment of the laminw in all the feet, 
amounting to about 4,000. These are 
distributed in the most secure manner 
and in a way that every spring is acted 
upon in an oblique direction.

MOTION OVERRULED 


Court Decides That Murderer Best 
Can Have No New Trial 

Salem, Mass, March 17.—Judge 
Slverman on Saturday overruled Best’s 
} Motion for a new tial. It was just 
one year ago that John C. Best 
was placed a@ the bar inthe court 
house here for trial on the charge of 
murder, 

On Saturday Judges Sherman and 
Fox, before whom the case was oriz- 
inally tried, heard arguments and evi- 
dence to show why the verdict of 
guilty, which was rendered almost a 
year ago, should be set aside. 

Best was tried on the charge of kill- 
ing George Bailey at the Breakheart 
Hill farm in Saugus. ‘The crime was 
committed Oct. 9, 1900, and the body 
of Bailey was discovered in Floating 
Bridge pond, Lynn, on the 19th of the 
same month, 

The trial began in Salem on Monday, 
March 18, 1901, and lasted a week and 
a half. It was late on Thursday even- 
ing, March 28, that a yerdict of guilty 
of murder in the first degree was re- 
turned. A motion for a new trial was 


filed the next day, and exceptions the 
next It Wis not until late in the win- 
ter that the exceptions were heard by 
the supreme court. These have re- 
cently been overruled. 

The hearing on the motion for a new 
trial has been delayed from time to 
time, until Saturday. The grounds set 
forth were: Virst, that the verdiet was 
figainst the ¢?idence and the weigit of

| NINE HOUR DAY, [CAUGHT IN THE ACT] TWAIN oN MEDICINE. 


Mark Discusses the Progress 
Made In the Science. 


POKES SOME FUN AT DOCTORS. 


Famous Humorist In a Speech at 
the Medical Jurispradence Society 
Dinner In New York Tells Them 
They Only Began to Learn Some- 
thing Fifty Years Ago. 


Mark Twain was the principal speak- 
er at the Hotel Savoy, in New York, 
the other night at the dinner in cele- 
bration of the twentieth anniversary 
of the foundation of the Society of 
Medical Jurisprudence, says the New 
York Times. He said at the outset of 
his remarks that it was a pleasure to 
watch a company of gentlemen “in 
that condition which is peculiar to 
gentlemen who have had their din- 
ners.” That was a time, sald Mr. 
Clemens, when the real nature of man 
came out, 

“As a rule,” he continued, “we go 
about with masks, we go about look- 
ing honest, and we are able to conceal 
ourselves all through the day. But 
when the time comes that man has had 
his dinner then the true man comes to 
the surface. I could see it here this 
evening. I noticed the burst of ap- 
plause when Judge O’Brien got up to 
speak, and I knew that he was either 
an exceedingly able man or else that 
a lot of you practice in his court. 


[Laughter.] You have been giving 
yourselves away all evenings. One 


speaker got up here and urged you to 
be honest, and there was no response. 

“Now, I want you to remember that 
medicine has made all its progress dur- 
ing the past fifty years. One member 
of this society sent me a typewritten 
judicial decision of the year 1809 in a 
medical case, with the suggestion that 
this was the kind of medicine to L..ve 
and that the science of medicine had 
not progressed, but gone back. This 
decision went on and described a sort 
of medicine I used to take myself fifty 
years ago and which was in use a'so 
in the time of the Pharos, and all ie 
knowledge up to fifty years ago ou 
got from 5,000 years before that. 

“T now hold in my hand Jaynes’ 
Medical Dictionary, published in 1745. 
In that book there is a suggestion as 
to what medicine was like a long 
time ago. How many operations that 
are in use now were known fifty years 
ago? They were not operations—they 
were executions, [Laughter.] 

“I read in this book the case of a 
man who ‘died from a severe head- 
ache.” Why ‘severe? The man was 
dead. Didn't that cover the ground? 
{ Laughter. ] 

“This book goes on to say: ‘A certain 
merchant about fifty years of age, of 
a melancholy habit and deeply inyoly- 

ed in affairs of the world, was dw 1g 
the day days’—with a capital D—‘seiz- 
ed with a violent pain of his head, 
which some time after kept him in 
bed. I being called’—remember, this 
inman was a regular—‘ordered venisec- 
tion in the arms, bleeding; I also or- 
dered the application of leeches to the 
his nostrils; I also ordered 
| the application of leeches to his fore- 
head and temples, and also behind his 
ears.’

He was not satis- 
fied with what he had done, with the 
precautions he had already taken, but 
he wanted apparently to put a pump 
into that man and pump out what was 
left. [Laughter.] 

“Now all that has passed away, and 
modern medicine and surgery have 
come in. Medicine was like astrology, 
which did not move for centuries. When 
a comet appeared in the heavens, it 
was a sign that a prince was going to 
die. It was also a sign of earthquakes 
and of pestilence and other dreadful 
things. But they began to drop one 
thing after another. They finally got 
| %own to earthquakes and the death of 
a prince as the result of the appearance 
of a comet until in 1818 a writer in 
The Gentleman’s Magazine found at 
least one thing that a comet was sent 
for, because it was on record that when 
the cornet appeared in 1818 all the flies 
in London went blind and died. [Laugh- 
ter.] Now they had got down to flies. 
(Laughter. ] 

“In 1829 a clergyman found still one 
thing that a comet was sent fer, be- 
énuse while it was in the heavens all 
the cats in Westphalia got sick. But 
in 1868 that whole scheme was swept 
away, and the comet was recognized 
to be only a pleasant summer visitor, 
and, as for the cats and flies, they 
never were so healthy as they were 
then. [Laughter.] From that time 
dates the great step forward that your 
profession has taken.” [Laughter and 
applause. ]

Of Disaster Which Overtook 
Methuen’s Forces 


MADE A GALLANT STAND 


After the Mounted Troops Had “Got 
Completely Out of Hand”—Every 
Man of One Battery Was Hit and Its 


Lieutenant Finally Killed 
London, March 17.—The war office 
bas received the following communica- 
tion from Lord Kitchener at Pretoria: 

“Lord Methuen has sent me a staff 
officer with a dictated dispatch, from 
which it appears that certain particu- 
lars previously given are inaccurate.

Lord Methuen, with 200 of the North- 
umberland fusiliers and two guns of 
the Fourth battery, then found  him- 
self isolated, but» held on for three 
hours. During this period the remain- 
ing infantry, namely, 100 of the Lan- 
cashires with some 40 mounted men, 
mostly Cape police who had occupied 
the kraal near the

upon them at about 10 o'clock, making 
their position untenable. ‘The report 
that most of the Boers wore our khaki 


uniforms is confirmed. Many also 
wore our badges. Even at close 


quarters they could not be distinguished 
from our own men, 

“It is clear the infantry fought well, 
and the artillery kept up the traditions 
of their regiment. In addition to the 
40 members of the Cape police already 
meutioned, a few parties of imperial 
yeomanry and Cape police continued 
to hold their ground after the panic had 
swept the bulk of the wounted 
off the tield.”

On the Burlington railroad system of 
5,000 miles, over 385.000 wheels are in 
service under the various passenger, 
freight and way cars, locomotives and 
other rolling stock.

According to the stipulation, each is 
Warranted to six years or cover 
seventy-five thousand miles.

The Operators and the 
Operatives. 


Have You Pondered Sufficiently 
upon Terrible Consequences ? 


Gentlemen ; 

The report is abroad that you have 
at your recent conferences failed to 
reach an agreement concerning the dif- 
ferences between you, and therefor in- 
| tend to continue the struggle which has 
now been in existence for over two 
weeks. Asa citizen interested in the 
| highest welfare of this community, and 
|asa minister of the gospel of peace, I 
| take the liberty of addressing this letter 
|to you on your attitude to each other, 
‘and to the community, ere the strike 
be any longer continued. 

J pray you to earnestly consider that 
|a strike isa mode of civil warfare 
tween capital and labor ; whether the 
offensive party be capital or labor ; and 
jthat the consequences thereof are ter- 
rible in the extreme. The late General 
Sherman said: ‘* War is Hell.”” And 
! to the extent that a strike produces suf- 
i fering, loss and misery, it creates hell 
|in the portion of society affected by it. 
| No one can deny it is war against so- 
| ciety in which the innocent suffer with 
| the guilty and it ought to be prevented 
whenever possible, and stopped as soon 
as itis begun. Merchants aud moth- 
ers, wives and children, are sometimes 
greater sufferers (though innocent) 
thau any of those actively engaged in 
the strike, and they always suffer equal- 
| ly with the defeated. Besides, the loss 
in wages and in trade isa loss tothe 
community at large, though often the 
smallest one. 

[t may be considered that there is 
still something manly in a fight, but it 
is generally conceded that every effort 
should first be put forth to avoid it. At 
least, when a fight injures others than 
the combatants (and what fight does 
not?) it reveals by so much the bar- 
baric and devilish, but not the manly. 
Therefore on humanitarian consider- 
ations I appeal to you, gentlemen, to 
cease no effort to prevent the contin- 

vance of the strike. 

Nor can it be said that, for either 
capital or labor, are strikes an unmixed 
blessing, no matter which side wins. 

Quincy granite workers (and I in- 
clude in the term ‘* Workers ”’ both cap- 
ital and labor ) have earned the reputa- 
tion for being in the vanguard of the 
granite industrial wars of the past. It 
is also stated, with what truth I am not 
aware, though the statement is a log- 
ical one, that the granite industry else- 
where has as a consequence prospered, 
while that of Quincy has suffered much 
from these strikes ; while the condi- 
tions of the trade here, are no more 
favorable to either employer or em- 
ployed than they are where differences 
have been settled amicably. Quincy 
men have fought the battles and im- 
poverished themselves, besides creating 
a feeling of distrust between the par- 
ties interested, while others in the 
trade looked on and shouted ‘‘ siccem,”’ 
and profited by the warfare. 

Gentlemen, ought these things so to 
be among sensible men? And yet, are 
you not threatening to repeat this al- 
leged folly and crime by proposing to 
prolong the strike ? 

Quite a few workmen have already 
left town to find work elsewhere. 
About 3000 men are threatened with 
idleness by the further continuance of 
your strike. The pinch of poverty 
will soon be felt among the innocent 
and helpless, and many more workmen 
will leave town never to return, besides 
other evil results which I need not 
mention. 

Indeed, it may well be asked, have 
you pondered sufficiently upon these 
terrible consequences before taking ac- 
tion which is sure to invite them. 
Moreover it may be fairly and kindly 
asked, by what right do you threaten 
the community with such an affliction, 
before having involved arbitration.

@ | Capital has its rights; but it has also 


its duties to society. Labor has its 
rights, but it should show how it re- 
spects the rights of acommunity. The 
helpless in society who shall be affected 
by your strike have a right to demand 
that they shall not suffer unnecessarily. 


Strikes may, like war, be of neces- 


sity ; but surely they should not be en- 
tered upon until every conciliatory 
means has been exhausted in attempt-| 
ing to settle difficulties. As this has

No one can deny it is against so- 
ciety in which the innocent suffer with 
the guilty and it ought to be prevented 
whenever possible, and stopped as soon 
as itis begun. Merchants and moth- 
ers, wives and children, are sometimes 
greater sufferers (though innocent) 
thau any of those actively engaged in 
the strike, and they always suffer equal- 
ly with the defeated. Besides, the loss 
in wages and in trade isa loss tothe 
community at large, though often the 
smallest one. 

It may be considered that there is 
still something manly in a fight, but it 
is generally conceded that every effort 
should first be put forth to avoid it. At 
least, when a fight injures others than 
the combatants (and what fight does 
not?) it reveals by so much the bar- 
baric and devilish, but not the manly, 
Therefore on humanitarian consider- 
ations I appeal to you, gentlemen, to 
cease no effort to prevent the contin- 
vance of the strike. 

Nor can it be said that, for either 
capital or labor, are strikes an unmixed 
blessing, no matter which side wins. 

Quincy granite workers (and I in- 
clude in the term ‘* Workers ”’ both cap- 
ital and labor ) have earned the reputa- 
tion for being in the vanguard of the 
granite industrial wars of the past. It 
is also stated, with what truth I am not 
aware, though the statement is a log-|0 
ical one, that the granite industry else- 
where has as a consequence prospered, 
while that of Quincy has suffered much 
from these strikes ; while the condi- 
tions of the trade here, are no more 
favorable to either employer or em- 
ployed than they are where differences 
have been settled amicably. Quincy 
men have fought the battles and im- 
poverished themselves, besides creating 
a feeling of distrust between the par- 
ties interested, while others in the 
trade looked on and shouted ‘‘ siccem, 
and profited by the warfare. 

Gentlemen, ought these things so to 
be among sensible men? And yet, are 
you not threatening to repeat this al- 
leged folly and crime by proposing to 
prolong the strike ? 

Quite a few workmen have already 
left town to find work elsewhere. 
About 3000 men are threatened with 
idleness by the further continuance of 
your strike. The pinch of poverty 
will soon be felt among the innocent 
and helpless, and many more workmen 
will leave town never to return, besides 
other eyil results which I need not 
mention. 

Indeed, it may well be asked, have 
you pondered sufficiently upon these 
terrible consequences before taking ac- 
tion which is sure to invite them. 
Moreover it may be fairly and kindly 
asked, by what right do you threaten 
the community with such an affliction, 
before having involved arbitration. 
Capital has its rights; but it has also 
its duties to society. Labor has its 
rights, but it should show how it re- 
spects the rights of acommunity. The 
helpless in society who shall be affected 
by your strike have a right to demand 
that they shall not suffer unnecessarily.

London, March 18.—In the house of 
commons yesterday, Mr. Campbell- 
Bannerman, the Liberal leader, urged

ROOSEVELTS GOOD AT THE GAME,

“Keet" Eggs, Which Are Good In 
Game of “Picking.” 


House Youngsters Are Win-

The Easter Monday egg rolling at 
the white lot back of the White House 
in Washington this year will be unique 
in the history of this sport, says the 
New York World. All the Roosevelt 
youngsters and their companions will 
participate. Such an attraction at this 
great outdoor festival has not been 
known since the practice began many 
years ago. 

In itself this is a wonderful event. 
All the children of the city crowd the 
beautiful lawns, rolling eggs down the 
slopes aud then tumbling after them. 
Boys in the prettiest and brightest 
clothes mingle with young newsboys 
and little street gamins. Girls with 
nurses and without them help to swell 
the throng. All Washington comes to 
look on. The Marine band plays. 
Thousands of children make it a merry 
day, and there will be none gayer this 
year than WKhermit, Archibald and Quen- 
ten Roosevelt, who are collecting a 
store of eggs for the occasion. 

These boys are now very industrious 
at a pastime peculiar to Washington 
and which is preliminary to the egg 
rolling. Here the boys all “pick eggs.” 
The last two or three weeks of Lent 
are devoted to this sport. The method 
is for a boy to select an egg with a 
good hard shell. This is determined 
by tapping the egg against the front 
teeth, by which method and some pe- 
eculiar knack a bey can tell a_ hard 
shelled egg from a weak one. Armed 
with his egz, the youngster sallies 
forth. 

“Say, will vou pick?” he calls when a 
likely yvonngster is met. 

After all the preliminaries are settled 
one boy takes his egg, covered in both 
hands so that only a small portion of 
the end protrudes between a finger and 
thumb. He is careful to guard it so 
that the otber cannot possibly strike 
except against the extreme tip of his 

gg. ‘The other then taps bis egg against 
it until the point of one is broken. 
The same method is used with the oth- 
er end, and wheu one egg is cracked at 
both ends its owner loses it. The egg 
is still in good condition to be boiled 
hard preparatory to being rolled down 
the lawns of the White House on FEas- 
ter Monday. 

The boys resort to many ruses, the 
best of which is to get hold of a guinea 
hen’s egg. The boys call these “keet”’ 
eggs. No hen’s egg ever laid can break 
a keet egg. <All the Roosevelt young- 
sters have keet eggs, and their store of 
Easter spoils grows day by day. The 
regular Washington youngster would 
not give 2 cents a dozen for eggs 
bought in a store. He must win them 
if he would be entirely happy on Eas- 
ter Monday wher he rolls them at the 
White House. 

Baby McKee used to be the great at- 
traction on this day, and before him 
the Hayes children took part in the 
fun. The young Garfields only passed 
one Easter in the White House. Presi- 
dent Cleveland never approved of his 
children mixing with the throng, but 
the young Roosevelts are not hampered 
by any misgivings on their father’s 
part. On Easter Monday the whole 
squad of these boys and their chums 
will add life and zest to the proceed- 
ings. They have been promised full 
liberty. 

It is not unlikely that Miss Ethel 
may be permitted to join in the merri- 
ment for a time.

How Speaker Henderson Won a Vote 
For Cuban Relief.

COOPERATION 


Moral Character Being Undermined | 


by Business Methods. 


To the Editors of The Ledger : 

I have before me your issue of March 
14, containing an editorial on the paper 
read by me in your city on the thir- 
teenth instant. 

That the people of Quincy may have 
the facts regarding this matter,will you 
kindly find room for the following in 
your columns? 

The Quincy Co-operative store is or- 
ganized as the Massachusetts Co-oper- 
atiye Association. This corporation is, 
in a way, distinct from, and yet directly 
affiliated with the Co-operative Asso- 
ciation of America, hence it is a vital 
part of the same movement. It is fed- 
erated with the Lewiston organization 
as closely and as organical as any two 
distinct corporations are when com- 
bined under one trust. 

In your reference, to the preferred 
and common stock of the company you 
have certainly been misled. The com- 
pany has not issued any preferred 
stock whatever, and it has issued only 
one thousand dollars of common stock. 
The law requires that every director 
shallown at least one share of stock 
and for this reason each director docs 
own one share for which he has paid 
ten dollars. Ninety shares of the stock 
are owned by the Co-workers Frater- 
nity Company, a college organization 
with headquarters at Boston, which 
has been organized for the specific pur- 
pose of preventing the directors or of- 
ficers of the association from making 
any illegitimate profits. 

The peculiar nature of this whole or- 
ganization is that the members receive 
the profits which the association earns, 
and herein it is diametrically opposite 
to what your editorial would lead peo- 
ple to think. A little investigation of 
the literature pub.ished by this associa- 
tion will show that every legal precau- 
tion has been taken to prevent the of- 
ficers and incorporators from making 
any personal gain. 

In order to buy in large quantities 
and thus get the benefit of the cheapest 
rates, the associations wil! buy their 
gouds together; but the business in 
Quincy will be managed by Quincy 
people for the benefit of Quincy peo- 
ple. 

The plan is simple and anyone can 
understand it. The goods are bought 
by the money obtained from the pur- 
chasing members. A purchasing mem- 
ber is one who invests $25. and _ pur- 
chases at the store, always paying cash. 
At the end of six months each purehas- 
ing member receives a portion of the 
protits of the business, the amount de- 
pending upon the amount of his pur- 
chases. In addition to this he is paid 
five per cent. annual interest on his 
investment. Experience has demon- 
strated that this is the best method 
by which to secure a just division of 
the profits. 

In your editorial you say: ‘‘It is not 
for the benefit of Quincy to drive mer- 
chants out of business and have one 
corporation do all the grocery business, 
and one the boot and shoe business, 
etc., and then all unite and one con- 
cern do all the business of the city.” 

You make a statement concerning 
the effect of a condition of things 
which has never existed and therefore 
has never been tried. Hence, you have 
no data upon which to base your con- 
clusions. 

J --snot enter into details concern- 
iug the probable effect of general co- 
operation upon a community or state. 
This would require the writing of a 
book, which is not necessary; for the 
shelves of our public libraries are sup- 
plied with literature giving in detail the 
good results of this kind of co-operation 
so tar as it has been tried. Let me ad- 
vise all who wish to obtain reliable in- 
formation on thissubject to read Henry 
Demerest Lloyd’s book, entitled ‘“New- 
est England.’’ Itisadescription of the 
goverument and institutions of New 
Zealand where nearly all business, in- 
eluding the cultivation of land, is co- 
operative. 

I do not condemn nor in any way 
criticise those who are engaged in com- 
petitive business. This method hasob- 
tained since the birth of trade and com- 
merce, and, until recently, no one, ex- 
cept a few of the world’s thinkers, has 
questioned its justice or morality. The 
adage ‘‘ Competition is the life of trade”’ 
has been accepted by most people as a 
truism, notwithstanding the evidence 
furnished by statistics that ninety-five 
per cent. of all new business enterprises 
fail. So wesee that facts prove that 
competition is not the life but the death 
of trade. 

The great trusts are demonstrating 
this truth; for the trust is competition 
in Which the number of competitors is 
reduced, and in which the companies 
who once competed have combined to 
control not only the price of commod- 
ities but their amount and quality. 

Small dealers protest against the 
action of these competitors, saying, 
‘Give us a chance,—give us a chance 
todo on a small scale.” The motives of 
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both are the same and doubtless a re- 
quest from a trust magnate to a small 
dealer for exchange of places would 
not in many cases be refused, 

The trust has done a good work in 
that ithas shown us the wisdom and 
economy of combination and has made 
conspicuous the heinousness of com- 
petition. The tryanny of trusts can 
be met and overthrown in only one 
way. and that is, by the organization 
of a trust of, for, and by the people, a 
trust in which all the people are 
partners and share the profits. Such 
a trust can and will, sometimes include 
all the avocations of life. 

It is a lamentable truth that the 
moral character of the people is being 
undermined by our present business 
methods. A course of action which 
is acknowledged to be morally wrong 
is claimed to be right when applied to 
business. This robs the moral law of 
its validity by confounding the prin- 
ciples of right and wrong and causing 
men unconsciously to mistake expedi- 
ency for righteousness. Our imper- 
fections are an evidence that aspiration 
and effort for higher attainments, and 
struggles for intellectual, moral and 
spiritual growth are and ever will bea 
a necessity; but all effort and struggle 
must end in comparative failure so 
long as the affairs of life compel men 
to use methods which make obedience 
to moral law and faithfulness to high 


ideals impossible.

BANGOR FLOODED 


Much Damage Already Done and 
Worst May Not Be Over 
Bangor, Me., March 21.—The flood 
disaster which has long been feared on 
the Penobscot came last night, when a 
gteat mass of ice that had hung for 


days between the toll bridge and the 
waterworks dam moved down and, 
forming another jam just opposite 
High Head wharves, caused the river 
to back up rapidly. 

The jam started at 5 o'clock and the 
water came up rapidly, until at7 
o'clock the lowér end of Broad street 
Was a foot under water, so that boats 
Were used to get in and out of the 
stores in Broad street and lower Main 
street, Central street, West Market 
square, lower State street and Ham- 
mond street, where those thorough- 
fares cross the Kenduskeag, were 
flooded three to eight feet deep, and al- 
though must stocks of goods had been 
removed from basements, many thous, 
ands of dollars worth were ruined. 

The greatest damage came at 5 
o'clock, when a muss of ice and logs 
swept down against the Muine Ceutral 
railroud bridge ucross the Penobscot, 
carrying out its middle pier and letting 
two spans into the river. The mas9 
swept on against the old wooden toll 
bridge, a sbort distance below, carry 


ing away the middle span of that 
structure. Many people were on this 
bridge when the bridge above went 


down, but it is thought that all escaped 
to the shores, some to. Brewer and 
some to Bangor. ‘The carrying away 
of the bridges breaks 21! communica 
tion Bangor aud Brewer and the east 
ery part of the state, and the dumage 
cannot be repaired in months. The 
loss on the bridges is probably $50, 
00K 

The water began to full slightly at 11 
o'dock, and excitement bas somewhat 
suosided, but a greater dunger yet 
menices the city in the form of a jam 
above the waterworks dum. Sbould 
this come down before the ice leaves 
from below the city, the result would 
be immense damage to property of all 
kiads, and probably loss of life. 

There is a stretch of solid and broken 
ice below the city extending six miles, 
to Hampden, and it is this that bolds 
the water up. Should it bold where it 
is, and the upper jam come dowa upon 
it, the whole business section would 
be under water in short order. 

Trains from the east have not been 
able to get into Bangor, stopping lalf a 
the 
Maine Ceutral tracks on both sides of 
the city are under water, the water 
works and belting plant are shut down, 
the stations being flooded out, and the 
city’s Water supply is limited to the 
eapacity of the standpipes.

BEDSTEAD DRAPERIES. 


A Tasteful Device Which Does Not 
Interfere With Ventilation. 
The prejudice against the drapery of 
bedsteads caused by the old fashioned 
“four poster” is now disappearing in 
favor of a light and tasteful style, 
which causes in no way discomfort to 
the sleeper. This drapery may be ar- 
ranged in such a way that it will not 
interfere in the least with the free cir-

culation of air in the bedroom, and for 
the purpose of illustration we select an 
ordinary metal bedstead. 

For the successful carrying out of 
the design a round piece of wood five 
Inches in and two inches 
thick is required. 

In the center of this a hole must be 
bored through large enough to take a 
round piece of wood of a length to suit 
the width of the drapery to be used. A 
portion of an ordinary broom handle 
will answer the purpose. This is fixed 
to the wall by four nails at the desired 
height above the head of the bed. It 
would be as well if the holes for the 
nails were bored in the wood first. The 
drapery is thrown over this and loop- 
ed back to the wall as depicted. This 
is an extremely simple and effective 
drapery and can be made in almost 
any light material.

Making an Omelet. 

A frequent cause of failure in mak- 
ing omelets is in the use of too mauy 
eggs at a time, Four eggs make au 
omelet easy to handle. If more are 
needed, it is better to make a second or 
even a third one. 

To make a plain omelet beat the eggs 
thoroughly, not separating whites and 
yolks. Add a tablespoonful of milk and 
a saltspoonful of salt for every egg. 
Put a teaspoonful of butter on the end 
of a knife (a palette knife is best, but a 
case knife will do) and oil the omelet 
pan thoroughly on bottom and sides. 
Turn in the egg mixture and keep the 
pan in motion on a hot part of the 
stove so that one part will not cook 
faster than another. When the eggs 
have become sufficiently firm on the 
bottom of the pan, run the knife care- 
fully under and loosen the omelet so 
that it will easily slide to and fro, Then 
cover for a minute or two and raise 
the pan a trifle from the stove, so that 
the. bottom will not scorch gybile the 
top is “settling.” Slide the knife un- 
der, fold the omelet over and serve at 
once.

The women of today are better edu- 
cated and hence superior in every way 
as wives, mothers, housekeepers and 
members of the community to those of 
a century ago, and they are treated 
with far more respect by the men of 
the household than formerly. Women’s 
influence in all directions steadily in- 
creases with their higher development. 
Naturally they are far more contented 
and happy with all the privileges they 
now enjoy than they were under the 
old restraints. There is nothing that 
could be borrowed from the past which 
would improve their present condition. 

When woman fully awakes to the 
beauty and valueof science, philosophy 
and government, then will the first note 
of perfect harmony be touched; then 
will the great organ of humanity be 
played on all its keys, with every stop 
rightly adjusted, and the louder, loftier 
strains, the march of civilization will 
be immeasurably quickened.

“How many women are persistently 
ruining the ‘bloom’ of their lips and 
the contour of cheeks and all pleasant 
‘expression’ by pinning their veils too 
tightly across the face,” said a woman. 
“Observe the women on the streets,

HATS FOR EASTER. 


They Are Generally Trimmed With 
| Flowers. Chiffon and Malines. 
[Special Correspondence.] 

NEw York, March 18—If there is 
any young lady who wishes to make 
for herself a very dainty and youthful 
appearing summer dress, she can do so 
if she will follow the lines laid down in 
this letter. First the simplicity of the 
style is a recommendation, and second- 
ly the real beauty of the whole gar- 
ment makes it one to desire and, desir- 
ing, copy. And it is one of those adapt- 
ed to all seasonable materials. The 
square neck and elbow sleeves make it 
rather more suitable for a summer 
gown, except when it is intended for a 
semigrand occasion like a dinner, or it 
can be worn as a tea gown, for quite 
young ladies do not as a general rule 
go about in those long and loose dress- 
es, heretofore so popular. Tea gowns 
are naturally to be seen, but not to the 
same extent they were some three sea- 
sons ago.

But I 
have avoided the necessity of tapping 
wires by inventing a little storage bat- 
tery, which I use when my work is re- 
quired in th's capacity. This battery 
has twenty-eight cells. and I am able 
to get just as satisfactory results as 
with a direct or alternating current.” 

The Hasehke apparatus is simple. A 
earbon of electrode is attached to a 
wood handle by means of a metal 
clamp. To this clamp a wire is fasten- 
ed, the other being connected with the 
object to be operated upon. If a safe, 
the second wire is attached to a hinge 
or lock, as the fancy of the operator 
dictates. The eyes and face of the 
workman are protected against the 
glare and the heat by a box of alumin- 
ium or sheet iron. The carbon point is 
thrust through a hole in one side of 
this box. The box used by Mr. Haschke 
is small, and its inner sides are lined 
with asbestus. Drillproof bessemer or 
crome steel is cut as easily as the soft- 
er metals with this remarkable inven- 
tion.

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FAULTS IN ARMY BILL 


Receive Severe Criticism From 


General Miles 


SCHEME IS REVOLUTIONARY 


And Casts to the Winds the Lessons 
of Experience and Abandons Tried 


Methods-— Door Thrown Wide Open 


For Future Autocrat or Despot 
Washington, March 25.—The  state- 
nent of General Miles hefore the sen- 
ate committee on military affairs, as it 
will appear in the official records, was 
nade public last uizht. The features 
Which caused something of a sensation 
When published the day the statement 
Was made do not appear, as the report 
of the proceedings was submitted to 
General Miles with permission to strike 
out such portions as onght net to be 
published 

The main facts of the geueral’s op- 
position to department staff 
bill were given at the time of the hear- 
ing. Some of the features of the state 
ment, however, not reported at the 
time, are of interest. Concerning the 
inspector department be 
said 

“In the bill under consideration it is 


the war 


generals 


proposed to abolish entirely the corps 
of inspectors, who have been most in- 
strumental in keeping the army up 
to its high character and eflicieney and 
in discovering inef- 
licieney and inaladministration, and, on 
the other hand, in encouraging und re- 
porting meritorous conduct, efficiency 
and ability in all the different 
mands and departments of the service.” 

Speaking of the general efficiency of 
pay, quartermaster’s and commissary 
departments he said: “The three de- 
partments mentioned have rendered 
most eflicient service in the great Civil 
war, the wars on the frontier, the Span- 
ish-American war, and in the Philip- 
pines and China. The maladministea- 
tion in the commissary departinent that 
occasioned so much suffering in 1898 
Was not the fault of the system, but cf 
those responsible for its administra- 
tion, and since it was exposed and cor- 
rected Tam not aware that a single 
case has been reported where a soldier 
has not received his daily food and his 
pay When due from the commissary and 
pay departments, respectively, and 
these have been promptly transported 
to him through the efficient manage- 
ment of the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment.” 

Further along Genera! Miles said of 
the bill: “It is centralization of tle 
most pronounced type, augments the 
power of the staff, and in effect removes 
it further from touch with the fighting 
force of the army. The scheme is 
revolutionary, casts to the winds the 
lessons of experience and abandons 
methods which successfully carried us 
through the most memorable war 
epochs of our history. The proposa»l 
plan is but an effort to adopt and foster 
in a2 republican form of goverument 
such as ours a system peculiarly 
adapted to monarchies having im- 
mense standing armies. It would 
seem to Germanize and Russianize the 
small army of the United States.” 

General Miles said that before the 
Spanish war he called on President Me- 
Kinley and when the president said he 
supposed the army was ready he (Gen- 
eral Miles) replied: ‘The army, 2s far 
as the personne! is concerned, is ready 
for any service, but there is much to 
be done in the way of equipment and 
the defense of the coast, which ought 
to be supplied at the other end of the 
Capitol.” 

The president, he added. consulted 
members of congress’ and the $54,000.- 
000 defense fund was voted 

In addition to that prrticn of the 
statement heretofore published show- 
ing how the president could by promo- 
tions make a captain chief-of-stat! with 
grade of lientenant general, General 
Miles said: 

“It seems (o me you are throwing the 
door wide open for a future autocrat or 
a military despot. It is not, in my judg- 
ment, in accordance with the principl2 
and theory of Democratic goverament, 
and for the best interests of the ariny, 
which has existed more than a hundred 
years and fulfilled all your require- 
ments, to adopt such a scheme.”

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THE RECIPROCITY PLAN 


Favored by President In Deal- 
ing With Cuba 


A TALK WITH OPPONENTS 


That Conflicting Interests May Be 
Harmonized—Hopes That 


imity of Action May Be Reached Ia

Unan- 


Legislation For the Benefit of Cuba 


Washington, March 25.—A_ con- 
ference was held at the White House 
yesterday afternoon between the presi- 
dent and seven of the Republican mem- 
bers of the house of representatives who 
have been foremost in opposing the 
plan of Cuban reciprocity urged by the 
Ways and means committee and under- 
stood to have the support of the ad- 
ministration. The members who calied 
were Representatives Tawney aod 
Morris (Minn.), Dick (O.), Smith (Mic))), 
Minor (Wis.), Metealf (Cal.) and Dayton 
(W. Va). 

The call was at the request of the 
president, who desired an exchange of 
views to the end that harmonious ac- 
tion might be secured in such steps as 
are tuken in behalf of Cuba. As Gen 
eral Wood has arrived here from Cuba, 
and as several members of the cabinet 
were at the White House while the con 
gressmen were there, a report gained 
circulation that Secretary Root and 
General Wood were present during the 
conference. This, however, was Dot 
the case, as the president and the con- 
gressmen remained alone in the cabinet 
rveom for the hour and a half that they 
were together. 

The talk took a wide range, covering 
the conditions in Cuba, what should be 
done to meet these conditions, and also 
the question of harmonizing conflict- 
ing interests so that there might be 
unanimity of action on the part of the 
Republicans in congress. 

It wus stated afterwards by those 
who had participated in the confer- 
ence that it was of the most agreeable 
and pleasant character, and that there 
Wus not the remotest suggestion on the 
part of the chief executive Which could 
be coustrued as seeking to urge them 
to yield their personal conviction. On 
the contrary, it was stated, the presi- 
dent listened to the recital of difficulties 
which had been encountered by those 
who opposed the reciprocity plan aud 
also heard from them the various plans 
by which they hoped to reach an agree- 
ment. 

The callers were frank to concede 
that they found the president desirous 
of extending effective relief to Cuba 
by the reciprocity plan. In this con- 
nection, it was stated, the president 
drew attention to the fact that the Sib- 
ley amendment, limiting the recip- 
rocity period to Dec, 1, 1903, gave the 
Payne’ bill a rather one-sided aspect, 
as it asked Cuba to adopt our natural- 
ization and immigration laws and give 
us tariff concessions limited to about a 

year and a half. Some of the’ con- 
congressmen present were inclined to 
admit that we were asking a good deal 
from Cuba in return for the little we 
would grant to her. 

The interchange of: views - became 
quite general, there being nothing in 
the way of definite propositions one 
way or the other, but merely anuagree- 
able expression of opinion as to what 
was the best to be done under all the 
circumstances of the situation. 

In the course of this general talk, the 
suggestion was made that if the Payne 
bill had been modified so as to take off 
the differential or refined sugar some 
of the grounds of opposition might have 
been removed. However, there was no 
request, so far as can be learned, that 
the bill be amended in this particular 
at the present stage. The plan of re- 
bate which was urged at one time, also 
came in for discussion and explana- 
tion. 

At the conclusion of the conference 
the general understanding was reached 
that any statements made to the pub- 
lie would be to the general’effectt that 
no conclusions were reached, and that 
the conference was confined to a gen- 
eral tnuterchange of views. It is under- 
stood that the president will see some 
of the members of the ways and means 
committee teday, thus familiarizing 
himself with both sides of the issue 
Which has recently arisen in the house. 
He hopes that this general interchange 
With the leaders from both sides may 
bring about uuanimity of action in 
Whatever is done in behalf of Cuba.

MILK PRODUC:RS WON 


In Their Conflict With Con- 


tractors Over Prices 


RAISE OF 2 2-3 CENTS A CAN 


Over Prices Being Paid at Present, 
While Other Concessions For Which 
They Were Contending Are Granted 
—Railroad Trafic Rates a Factor 


Boston, March 26.—The directors of 
the New Englasd Milk Producers’ 
union are feeling highly elated over'the 
outcome of their long conference with 
the Boston wilk contractors’ commit- 
tee over the price to be paid for milk 
during the six months beginning April 
1, for by the agre-ment finally reached 
the producers will receive an advance 
over present prices of about 2 2-3 cents 
a can, and they have been conceded 
about everything they asked for. ‘The 
prices agreed upen are as follows: For 
April, July, August and September, 
36 cents a cau, and for May and June 
35 cents, With at allowance of 2 cents 
a can for carrying the surplus, 
surplus to be the same in all zones. 

The prices queted to farmers are to 
be net, based on the ab ive prices, and 
not subject to surplus. It was decided 
that there yhall be only one form of con- 
tract; that the grading shall be at the 
discretion of each contractor; that 
either method of even production that 
has been offered at these March weet- 
ings may be adopted by the contractors 
at their discretion. 

Until yesterday the contractors had 
refused to pay more than 33 cents net 
a can, while the producers claimed that 
their demand of 34 cents net was justi- 


the 


tied by the increased cost of grain. Had 
the controversy been confined to mat- 


ters pertaining to the cost of production 
there isa probability that a satisfactory 
agreement would not have been reached 
so quickly, but the fact that the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
roud company had filed with the legis- 
lature a tariff for individual shippers 
of from one to 1000 cans of milk to the 
Boston market, thus falling into line 
With the Boston and Maine, served, it 
is believed, as a warning to the 
tractors that unless poncessions were 
made, the producers might before long 
take the business into their own hands. 

It was pointed cut also that Boston 
and Albany's tariff rate from Barre 
Plains to Boston is fixed at 6 cents a 
can, while the contractors have been 
charging 9. 

President Ward of the Producers’ 
union, who has been the leading figure 
in the struggle to' secure increased 
prices, but who has been unable to at- 
tend recent meetings on account of ill- 
hess, Was Present at the conference yes- 
terday.

Cambridge, Mass., March 26.—To a 
long indictment, charging him with the 
murder of his wife, nearly a year ago, 
Joseph Winfred Blondin, in the superior 
court here, pleaded not guilty, and was 
immediately committed to jail with- 
out bail.

When he did understand its meaning 
Blondin replied without hesitation, in 
broken English, “no guilty.” There 
was little emotion either in his face 
or Voice, although his piercing eyes and 
hawk-like look seemed to flash defiance 
at the court. 

No date was set for the trial, as at 
present the stute officers seem to be in 
a quandary as to just where the murder 
occurred. ‘The headless body of Mrs. 

slondin was found in Chelmsford, a 
Middlesex county town, and the indict- 
ment Came from the cranud jury of that 
county.

The first was that General Wood im- 
inediately upon his return to Cuba 
should issue a call convening the first 
Cuban congress in session on Muay 
10, in order that the body might employ 
the 10 days following that date in sup- 
plying any legislation necessary to tle 
assumption of full powers in the isl- 
and. The other conclusion was that 
there should be no half-way evacua- 
tion of the island; the present disposi- 
tion. is to move the entire United States 
caurtingent, civil and military, away 
from the island, not evem leaving a 
corporal’s guard of United States 
soldiers in any of the camps. ‘This 
however, dues not apply to the coast 
defenses at several points in the island. 
These will be garrisoned by United 
Statés troops. 

There is no likelihood whatever ofa 
special message from the president on 
the Cuban situation. The advice of the 
cabinet is strongly against such a 
course now, on the ground that |

EXPERTS ON TOBACCO, 


Before Awarding Big Contract Naval 
Board Asks For Assistance. 
There was a eall for volunteers 
amons the veteran “tats. of the re- 
ceiving ship Columbia at the New York 
navy yard the other day to which ev- 
ery man of them responded, This was 

the call: 

“Five experienced pien are wanted 
to chew thirty-one different kinds of 
the best chewing tobacco. Who will 
volunteer?” 

Five of the oldest and most expert 
smokers and chewers of tobacco were 


selected to decide upen the brand of | 


tobacco which shall be awarded an or- 
der for 200,000 pounds for chewing and 
smoking purposes for the sailormen 
during the next year. 

The officers commissioned to make 
the selection were willing te risk ruin- 
ing their taste for perfectos for months 
to come to settle the merits of the to- 

acco for smoking, but not cne of them 
had chewed since he was a small boy, 
and they called for help, since the na- 
vy plug must be suitable far both pur- 
poses. 

Strength in his tobacco is one thing 
the sailorman demands, and this board 
felt it was not equal to the emergency 
of deciding strength tests in two differ- 
ent lines. It was accordingly suggest- 
ed that as the tobacco was to be chew- 
ed by the men themselves the best 
thing would be to get a detachment of 
Jackies to do the chewing and to rely 
upon their seasoned taste and mature 
judgment. 

So when the five bluejackets from 
the Columbia arrived they found the 
members of the board with pipes at 
forced draft. Upon the table were 
the thirty-one samples of tobacco, each 
submitted by a bidder. 

The tars were each given a piece of 
plug and ordered to fall to. They pro- 
eceded with deliberation and solemni- 
ty to test the taste and flavor of the 
plug. It was serious business, and 
they declined to be burried. When 
one of the officers told them to hasten, 
a veteran gunner’s mate replied: 

“Aye, aye, sir; but I don’t risk me 
reputation on one chaw, not by no 
means.” 

His mates seemed to think as he did, 
so they were allowed to chew away 
at leisure. Finally they reported, after 
testing four of the samples.

Patrick, lawyer, was last eveniig con- 
victed ofthe murder ox Sept. 23, 100, 
of the aged millionaire mcluse, Williaa 
Marsh Rice.

trial establishes the charge that Pat- 
rick conspired with Mr. Rice’s valet, 


Charles I’. Jones, to obtain possession 
of the aged Texan's ewtate, estimated 
to be worth $7,000,000, and that Jones 
killed his employer by the administra- 
tion of chloroform ut the direct instiga- 
tion of Patrick.

At the close of Recorder Goff's charge, 
which consumed the moming session 
of the court, the jury wmwtired. This 
Was at1:50 p.m. At 5:55they notitied 
the officer in charge that they 
ready to return to court, rather n.ore 
than an hour of the intervening time 
having been devoted to luncheon.

Which Will Prove a Strong 
Dose For Germans 


BORAX-TREATED ARTICLES 


Will Be Excluded From Our Imports, 
Which Will Put Up Bars Against 
the Chief Products of the Kaiser’s 


Domain to a Great Extent 
Washington, March 2S8.—‘While no 
policy has been detived as to tie course 
this government will pursue in meet- 
ing the new exclusion law of the Ger- 
mans, all the measures tbat appear to 
be praticable probably will be adopted. 
The matter so far is only in the pre- 
liminary stage, but yesterday it pro- 
gressed so far that facts and tigures 
bearing on the trade and the articles of 
import from Germany which may be 
available for imposition of similar re- 
strictions are now ready for submission 
to the president and his advisors. 

The department of agriculture bas 
been gathering these facts, and a list 
of articles found to be treated with 
borax or other preservatives against 
which has been laid the charge that 
they ure injurious, has been com- 
pleted, and the question of policy will 


be given serious consideration yery 
shortly. 
The articles that first will be con- 


sidered along this line are suusages, 
wines, beers and delicatessen. <A large 
percent of these, among other things, 
have been found to contain preserva- 
tives such as might cause them to be 
barred on the same theory as that 
adopted by the Germatus. The United 
States has been excluding for some 
time artices containing salicylic acid 
and another acid clearly proved to be 
injurious, but the enforcement of 
these conclusions undoubtedly will be 
mude even more rigorous. The Ger- 
man view of the deleteriousness of 
botax will be accepted and used for 
meeting their exclusions, and other 
regulations in all probability will be 
adopted barring stuffs treated w'th 
other preservatives. 

Whatever restrictions on articles are 
decided upon, it is likely that Germany 
will be not specifically referred to, 
though the articles selected will be such 
as affect mostly the imports from Ger- 
many. 


Payne Proposition Wins 

Washington, March 2S8.-—-Representa- 
tive Babcock of the ways and u.eans 
committee called at the White House 
yesterday in response to a request from 
the president. It was discovered that 
the committee stands 8 to S, as_ be- 
tween the Payne and Tawney Cuban 
reciprocity propositions, and that Mr. 
Babeock, who has been absent on ac- 
count of illness, held the deciding vote. 
After the interview it was stuted that 
Mr. Babcock would vote for the Payne 
proposition. 


Chairman Babcock to Resign 

Washington, March 28.—Chairman 
Babcock, of the Republican congres- 
sional committee, yesterday informed 
President Roosevelt that owing to ill 
health he desired to relinquish the 
chmairmanship of the committee and 
that he would be glad if tlhe pres’dent 
would suggest some one to take his 
place. 


The Venezuelan Revolution 

Willemstad, March 28.—The Vene- 
zuelan government has received a re- 
port to the effect that General Varela 
has defeated the revolutionists under 
Montilla in the state of Coro. who have 
been trying to effect a junction with 
General Riera and his forces.

members of the New Bedford Textile 
council, which had made a demand for 
an 10 percent advance in wages. 

The conference was entirely bar- 
monious and every mill in the city was 
represented. At the outsetthe manu- 
facturers made a statement, saying the 
mills of this city, and of the northern 
states generally, are paying on as high 
a plane as at any time during the last 
20 years, aud, they believe, as ever be- 
fore. ‘They also claimed the individual 
earnings are higher than ever before 
in this city. 

In conclusion the mill men sid: “As 
regards the cloth mills, we feel, as the 
10 percent advance has been given in 
our neighboring city, a like advance 
phould be given here, as has been our 
eustom, although the conditions of

Hundreds of 
thousands of rubles have been lavished 
on the architecture, on the painting 
and gilding, on the gorgeous, dazzling 
altar furnishments and images.

Witb an instant transition from a 
prayer to a muttered something quite 
unlike she turns angrily away.

The musie is wholly vocal—men’s 
voices, no women’s.

After the meeting President Rafferty 
said that a compromise offer of 5 per- 
cent made to the mill agents at the 
meeting of the citi-ens’ committee had 
been rejected and that it was only after 
a long deliberation that it was voted to 
declare the strike off. 

The statemeut of President Rafferty 
Was somewhat of a surprise, as the un- 
derstanding all day was that the strike 
had merely been averted. It appears, 
however, that the Textile Council will 
elect new officers on next Wednesday 
evening and that there is some question 
as to whether the action of the present 
council will be binding on the new 
body. 

The mill agents’ side of the matter is 
believed to be contained in a state- 
ment issued by the citizens’ com- 
mittee of conference at city hall to 
correct misstatements being circulated 
to deceive the publie, which says: 

“The citizens’ committee state ex- 
plicity to the representatives of the la- 
bor unions that no advance in wages 
could be expected and that the unions 
should not proceed upon the assuiap- 
tion that any increase whatever will 
be made. At the conclusion of the con- 
ference and upon the announcement of 
the representati ubor unions 
that they would declare the sttike off, 
the menibers of the committee assured 
them that they would exert their in- 
fluence to secure an increase in wages 
at the earliest opportunity, and this 
Was the only assurance that was given 
on the subject.” 

This statement of the comn.ittee 
coincides with the notice of the agents 
which read as follows: “On assurance 
of the committee of citizens that repre- 
sentatives of the Textile Council have 
agreed to declare off the strike for an 
advance of wages, these mills will be 
started again next week as rapidly as 
it can be arranged to do so.” 

There is more or less dissatisfaction 
in the several unions because New Bed- 
ford and Rhode Island operatives v ill 
receive the increase, but this is not 
likely to prove strong enough to over- 
turn the declaration that the strike is 
off. There may be friction at some of 
the mills is some of the trades. 

The news that there would be no 
strike was one of the most welcome 
messages which came to business men 
and citizens alike in the history of the 
city.

Conditions for the 
manufacture of cotton goods at New 
Bedford are practically equal with 
those existing in this state, and the 
wage scale adopted there is usually 
looked upon here as adequate. 

The first mill in this state to raise

A PENNSYLVANIA CYCLONE 


Roof Blown From a Knoxville Church 
Injuring Worshipers 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 31—One of the 
fiercest wind storms ever known In this 
section struck the city Sunday just be- 
fore noon and did almost incalewablea 
damage to property and injured many 
Scores 


were blown down, mill stacks toppled 
over, telegraph and telephone wires 
generally disabled. The most serious 
accident reported was the unroofing 
of the Knoxville Presbyterian chureb, 
in Knoxville. The church at the time 
was filled with an Waster congregation 
numbering about 600 persons, While 


| the minister was in the midst of his 


sermon, a strong gust of wind blew over 
the large chimney and lifted a portion 
of the roof of the building. The bricks 
from the chimney crashed through the 
roof and carried a huge piece of the 
hardwood ceiling, measuring about 40 
by 20 feet down upon the worshippers in 
the pews. An indescribable panic en- 
sued and a frantic rush was made for 
the doors and windows. The excite- 
ment was soon quieted and the work of 
rescue began. At least 40 persons were 
caught by the wreckage and more or 
less hurt and live may not recover, 
Jones and Laughilins had 14 of their 
furnace stacks blown down, necessitat- 
ing the shutting down of a portion of 
their plant for weeks.
